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Three Prosecutors Say 


Griffin Broke No Laws

JEFFERSON CITY — Three 
county prosecutors issued a joint re- 
port Tuesday absolving House 
Speaker Bob Griffin of criminal 
wrongdoing in his work in behalf of 
clients interested in riverboat gam- 
bling operations in Missouri. 
‘ The prosecutors said they dis- 
agreed with Attorney General Jay 
Nixon’s analysis of the law and the 
evidence of Griffin’s involvement 
with gaming companies. They said 


that although Griffin may have shown 
poor judgment, “‘we find that Grif- 
fin’s conduct does not rise to the level 
of criminal wrongdoing and are 
therefore declining prosecution on 
the allegations made by the attorney 
general.” 

The report was signed by Cole 
County Prosecuting Attorney Rich- 
ard G. Callahan, St. Louis County 
Prosecutor Robert P. McCulloch and 
Jackson County Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Claire McCaskill. 

In February, Nixon wrote the 


three prosecutors recommending 
that they bring charges against Grif- 
fin, who is a lawyer. Nixon said Grif- 
fin had violated state laws that pro- 
hibit legislators from working for 
gambling companies. Nixon also al- 
leged that Griffin had illegally used 
his speaker’s office to help a client 
that was trying to gain a share of a 
riverboat casino. He also said Griffin 
had tried to gain influence by meeting 
with Gaming Commission Chairman 
Robert Wolfson.

Showing a s immunity to in- 
corporation feverj-voters across a 
wide swath of south St. Louis County 
on Tuesday soundly rejected forming 
the new city of South Pointe. 

The defeat of South Pointe, by 71- 
29 percent, blunted the momentum 
stirred by three big incorporation 
successes in West County — Wild- 
wood earlier this year and Maryland 
Heights and Chesterfield in the 
1980s. The tally was 26,505 votes 
against incorporation and 10,861 in 
favor. 

The small community of Green 
Park in South County also voted to 
incorporate earlier this year. 

George Wendel, a political scien- 
tist at St. Louis University, said 
Tuesday’s vote confirms South Coun- 
ty residents’ decades-old reputation 
of being skeptical of change — and of 
incorporation in particular. ‘““They’ve 
lived for a long time without city 
government and the county has pro- 
vided a minimal level of services at 


. reasonable cost,’’ Wendel said.

House Keeps Herd 
‘Wild And Free’

WASHINGTON — The House 
voted Tuesday to head off plans by 
the National Park Service to round 
up a herd of wild horses roaming the 
Ozark National Scenic Riverways i in 
southern Missouri. 

“‘Wild and free, let them be,’’ Rep. 
Bill Emerson, R-Cape Girardeau, 
urged his colleagues moments before 
the unanimous vote. 

The National Park Service has 
been attempting since 1990 to boot 
the horses off the land it manages 
along the Current and Jacks Fork 
rivers. Appeals of that policy have 
been rejected by Interior Secretary 
Bruce Babbitt and by the Supreme 
Court, which cleared the way for the 
Park Service to remove them. 


Spurned by both the administra- 
tion and the courts, supporters of the 
horses sought an act of Congress to 
save them. The vote Tuesday brings 
them halfway to their goal. The Sen- 
ate is likely to approve similar legisla- 
tion later this year. 

Emerson’s bill would ban the Park 
Service from rounding up the horses 
but would assure that they will be 
cared for — at private expense. The 
Missouri Wild Horse League would 
agree to tend to the horses’ medical 
needs and to keep the size of the herd 
at 50 or fewer horses. 

Emerson said the legislation would 

“provide justice, once and for all, for 

our horses.”

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McNamara Returns To Vietnam 


“Asks Leaders To Open 
Archives, Give Reasons 
For Actions During War 


HANOI, Vietnam (AP) — In his 
first trip back since the end of the 
Vietnam War 20 years ago, Robert 
McNamara arrived Tuesday to ask 
Vietnam to open its archives so all 
sides can learn lessons from the war. 

McNamara, who helped escalate 
the war three decades ago, admitted 
in memoirs published last spring that

McNamara was defense secretary 
in 1961-68 under Presidents John F. 

He 
was an ardent proponent of U.S. sup- 
port for South Vietnam against the 
Communist North, causing the war to 
be nicknamed “McNamara’s War.”’ 
But by 1964, he was privately advis- 


ing Johnson that the South Vietnam- 
ese leadership was badly divided and 
the Communist guerrillas’ hold on 
the countryside too strong. 

He resigned in 1968 but kept pub- 
lic silence until last spring, when he 
acknowledged in his memoirs. that 
the U.S. war policy was “gravely 
flawed” and the war not winnable.

Sen. Bond Takes 
Bentsen To Task 
On Whitewater

WASHINGTON — Sen. Christopher S. Bond, R-Mo., 
challenged former Treasury Secretary Lloyd Bentsen 
Tuesday over Bentsen’s sharing of Whitewater-related 
depositions with the White House last summer. 

But Sen. Alfonse D’Amato, R-N.Y., chairman of the 
Whitewater committee, later thanked Bentsen for what 
he called his forthright testimony and said he was not to 
blame for what Republicans believe was the improper 
sharing of Whitewater information. 

At issue before the special Senate committee investi- 
gating Whitewater was Bensten’s decision in the summer 
of last year to give then-White House Counsel Lloyd 
Cutler transcripts of testimony given to the Treasury’s 
inspector general. The inspector general was looking into 
possibly improper contacts between the Treasury De- 
partment and the White House about Whitewater. 

Bentsen said that he had decided to turn over the 
transcripts to help Cutler prepare for testimony before 
congressional committees and that nothing was wrong in 
doing so. 

Bond said that Cutler ‘‘had no right” to the information. 

A Resolution Trust Corp. investigator testified that she 
had been shocked by Bentsen’s action. Patricia Black of 
the inspector general’s office at the Treasury Depart- 
ment said the investigators had “adamantly opposed”’ 
giving the White House the sworn testimony because it 
could affect future testimony. 

D’ Amato said Cutler’s possession of the testimony had 
allowed him to act “as a conduit” to brief others in the 
. White House who would be testifying before congression- 
al committees. 

“That is not the function of an independent investiga- 
tion,’ D’Amato said. ‘““There is a very real possibility of 
tailoring their testimony and... I believe that’s exactly 
what took place.’’ He didn’t say what testimony had been 
‘tailored or who at the White House other than Cutler had 

‘even seen it. 

Bentsen showed the committee written restrictions 
that prohibited Cutler from sharing the information with 
others in the White House. An attorney for one White 
House aide saw a summary of testimony, and that aide did 
not appear before the committees. 

Bentsen said the inspector general’s investigation was 
«complete when the documents were turned over and so 
- could not have been compromised. 

, Another committee member, Sen. Paul Simon, D-Ill., 
said the harsh questioning of Bentsen was unnecessary. 

; “I am. concerned when we badger people who come 
there,”’ Simon said. “I have known Lloyd Bentsen a long 
time. If he tells you something, you can go to the bank 
with it... . 

; .“T think we have to start with the premise that there 
ate people who serve in government who serve us well, 
and we shouldn’t be so cynical and skeptical that we’re — 
you know, we’re ending up with a very distorted picture 
for ourselves and for the public.”’

Servicemen Admit 


Roles In Girl’s Rape: 


Navy Seaman Could Face Life In Prison : 


NAHA, Japan (AP) — The three U.S. 
servicemen spotted the 12-year-old 
schoolgirl as she stood outside a stationery 
store where she had gone to buy a 
notebook. 

According to prosecutors, the men 
grabbed her, shoved her into a car and 
bound her with tape that they had bought, 
along with condoms, at a grocery ona U.S. 

air base. Then, they drove her down a 
lonely road lined with fields of sugar cane. 

Navy Seaman Marcus D. Gill calmly 
confessed Tuesday to raping the girl — a 
crime that has damaged America’s securi- 
ty ties with its most important Pacific ally. 
Marine Pfcs. Rodrico Harp and Kendrick 
Ledet admitted to helping him.. 

The rape has prompted an outpouring of 
anger on Okinawa, where more than 
26,000 U.S. troops, including the largest 
contingent of Marines outside of the Uni- 
ted States, are stationed. 

The uproar showed little sign of abating 
Tuesday as dozens of reporters and Okina- 
wans filled Naha District Court chamber 
No. 201 for the opening of the trial. 

Prosecutors gave a graphic account of 
the crime, saying it began on the after- 
noon of Sept. 4 when Gill, Harp and Ledet 
were out cruising in a rented car. The rape 
was Gill’s idea, prosecutors said. 

First the three men drove to a grocery 
on the U.S. air base, where they bought 
condoms and electrician’s tape. Next they 
went to a nearby town in search of a 
victim, prosecutors said. 

That search ended about 8 p.m., when a 
12-year-old girl stepped out of a neighbor- 
hood stationery store where she had gone 
to buy a notebook for school. 

While Gill waited in the car, the prose- 
cutors said, Harp approached her as 


though to ask directions, and before sh¢ 
could answer, Ledet grabbed her from 
behind. Ledet and Harp allegedly shoved 
her into the car and bound her with the 
tape as Gill drove down a remote road. Gill 
confessed to raping the girl .and then 
dumping her there. In pleading guilty tg 
charges of confinement and rape resulting 
in injury, Gill, 22, of Woodville, Texas, 
could face life in prison in Japan. , 

Ledet, 20, of Waycross, Ga., and Harp, 
21, of Griffin, Ga., face the same charges 
and are being tried with Gill. On Tuesday; 
they acknowledged their role in abducting 
the girl but denied penetrating her. 

“I did not rape her or beat her,’ Ledet 
told the court in a quiet, emotionless 
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voice. Like the other defendants, he was in §

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Man Charged In Missouri Killing Is Convicted Of Murder In Oklahoma 


NORMAN, Okla. (AP) — A man has 
been convicted of murdering a marina 
guard during a crime rampage that 
stretched from Ohio through Missouri to 
New Mexico. 

The defendant, Lewis Eugene Gilbert, 
24, of Newcomerstown, Ohio, was con- 
victed Monday of first-degree murder, 
robbery and kidnapping in the shooting of 


Roxy Ruddell in September 1994 in Okla- 
homa City.

Eric Elliott, 17, of Newcomerstown, is 
also charged.

Gilbert and Elliott are suspects in the 
disappearance from Newcomerstown of 
Ruth Loader, who is presumed dead.

they are linked to the deaths of Flossie and 
William Brewer, a couple found shot in the 
basement of their house just north of King- 
dom City, Mo. Gilbert is charged in 
Callaway County, Mo., with two counts of 
first-degree murder. Elliott’s case is pend- 
ing in juvenile court in Missouri. 

Loader’s car was ‘found in Kingdom 
City, and the Brewers’ car was found in 


Oklahoma, where Ruddell was killed. Her 
truck was found near Sante Fe, N.M., 
where Gilbert and Elliott were arrested. 

A New Mexico State Police officer, 
Daniel Becker, who questioned Gilbert af® 
ter his arrest, said Gilbert had confessed 
to Ruddell’s murder. 

Becker testified Tuesday that Gilbert 
had told him Elliott shot the Brewers. —

from the city by mid-month. Israeli troops are to pull out 
from most West Bank towns by the end of the year. 

The Palestinian Authority’s chief military liaison offi- 
cer, Brig. Gen. Ziad al-Atrash, said after the talks: ““We 
are now resuming the redeployment. Everything is going 
according to what had been agreed.”’ Israel also eased the 
closure on the West Bank and Gaza Strip, imposed after 
Rabin was shot. But some Palestinian officials are worried 
that without Rabin the military man, the more dovish 
Peres will be unable to carry through the autonomy 
agreement that has divided Israel to the point of murder. 

After the traditional seven-day mourning period, Peres 
is expected to try to expand the governing coalition with 
small religious parties in a bid to give greater legitimacy 
to his peace moves. He intends to serve out Rabin’s term, 
until November 1996, said Uri Dromi, a government 
spokesman. Dromi said he expected President Ezer Weiz- 
man to ask Peres to form a new government after the 
mourning ends Sunday. 

Analysts had said that Peres could strengthen his hand 
by giving Rabin’s Defense Ministry portfolio to Interior 
Minister Ehud Barak, a former military chief of staff who 
shared Rabin’s political and military philosophies. Israel 
television reported Tuesday that Peres had appointed 
Barak defense minister and had given his own Foreign 
Ministry portfolio to Economics Minister Yossi Beilin, 
one of the architects of Israel’s peace with the Palestine 
Liberation Organization. 

On Tuesday, Israel, stunned by its first assassination, 
found it difficult to let go of Rabin, and many Israelis felt a 
need to share their pain. At the site of the peace rally in 
Tel Aviv where Rabin was shot Saturday night, a crowd 
formed a large circle around a sea of memorial candles 
and sang the national anthem, ‘“‘Hatikva” (The Hope). 

The parents of the law student who confessed to 
Rabin’s assassination apologized Tuesday. 

‘‘A great disaster has befallen us and all the people of 
Israel with the assassination of Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin, may his memory be. blessed, by our son,’’ Yigal 
Amir’s parents wrote in a letter to Rabin’s widow, Leah. 
‘‘We ask the forgiveness of Mrs. Rabin, her family and all

of Israel,” they wrote in the letter, read on television. 

As the nation mourned, Israeli politicians argued on 
radio and television talk shows over who was to blame for 
Rabin’s death. Liberals said the steady stream of anti- 
government invective by Benjamin Netanyahu, the oppo- 
sition leader, and other right-wing politicians had created

“Our democracy is broken,’’ said Communications 
Minister Shulamit Aloni, an outspoken dove and herself a 
frequent target of verbal attacks. ‘“We have self-appoint- 
ed rabbis and prophets who make up their own laws.” 

Leah Rabim accused Netanyahu, leader of the Likud 
Party, of not doing enough to rein in the militants. 

‘There -was a Likud rally in Jerusalem not too long 
ago,’ she recalled. ‘““They put the figure of Yitzhak, my 
husband, in the uniform of a Nazi leader and Mr. Netan- 
yahu was there. He later talked against it, but he was 
there and he didn’t stop it.”’ 

Netanyahu bristled at the accusations, saying he had 
taken a strong stand against extremists. ‘““What you see 
now is a cynical attempt by politicians to exploit a national 
tragedy for political gain by besmirching an entire camp 
and half the people and their leader,’’ he said. 

The government took its first steps Tuesday to crack 
down on militant Jewish groups. Police announced that 
they would round up and question militants. Justice 
Minister David Libai said he would propose changes to

Extremists who praised Rabin’s assassin would be among 
those targeted. 

Police were investigating whether Amir and his broth- 
er, Hagai, 27, were part of a right-wing conspiracy.

An initial investigation found that there were not 
enough bodyguards shielding Rabin when the assassin 
approached him, high-ranking security sources said Tues- 
day.

Sen. David Pryor, D-Ark., has been unsuccessful so far 
in his effort to adopt a corrective amendment that 
changes the U.S. standard on patent protection. He failed 
in the Senate Finance Committee when the chairman, 
Sen. William V. Roth Jr., R-Del., ruled that a special 
majority was needed. Moseley-Braun voted with the 
Republicans. 

Justin Johnson, a spokesman for Pryor, said Tuesday 
that Pryor may try as early as this week to force a vote on 
the Senate floor on his amendment. Johnson said the 
amendment would protect consumers and prevent Glaxo 
from reaping windfall profits estimated at more than $3.5 
billion. 

Glaxo officials asserted that they devote roughly 16 
percent of revenues to research into new drugs.

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GOP Bills Keep Government Going 


Republicans Put Pressure On Clinton To Accept Budget Proposals 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Republicans advanced bills 
Tuesday that would let the government continue to 
operate temporarily, but at levels designed to bind Presi- 
dent Bill Clinton’s hands during his budget duel with 
Congress. 

The administration said it strongly opposed both meas- 

ures, contending they would risk forcing a government 
default and a partial shutdown of many agencies. One bill 
would raise the debt limit slightly, and the other would let 
the government keep spending money for a while — 
crucial federal functions that will otherwise cease. 
_ GOP leaders hope the bills’ tight spending and borrow- 
ing limits will pressure Clinton to accede to their demands 
for spending and tax cuts leading to a balanced budget by 
2002. Those reductions, which Clinton considers too 
drastic, include savings extracted from Medicare and 
hundreds of other programs. 

Over unanimous Democratic objections, the House 
Ways.and Means Committee voted 21-13 to extend the 
$4.9 trillion federal debt limit by an extra $67 billion, 
allowing borrowing through Dec. 12. Otherwise, the 
government's ability to borrow money would probably 
expire on Nov. 15, risking an unprecedented default. 

Separately, House leaders agreed to legislation that 
would finance most federal agencies through Dec. 1, but 
at lower levels than last year though without furloughs of 
federal workers. With very little budget legislation signed

into law, most of the government has been operating 
since the Oct. 1 start of the fiscal year under a temporary 
bill that expires next Monday. 

House leaders decided to spice both the borrowing and 
spending measures with provisions designed to ensure 
support from conservatives, including language terminat- 
ing the Commerce Department and limiting lobbying by 
private groups that accept federal aid. Support for these 
items was less enthusiastic in the Senate, leaving the 
ultimate shape of both bills uncertain. 

Treasury Secretary Robert Rubin said the GOP debt 
limit plan “‘significantly heightens the possibility of a 
default.’’ As for the temporary spending bill, White House 
budget chief Alice Rivlin wrote to Congress saying she 
favored a measure “‘free of extraneous matters.” 

That, she said, would allow the government to ‘‘contin- 
ue providing important services for the American people”’ 
— a reminder that failure to renew spending authority 
would idle hundreds of thousands of federal workers. 

GOP leaders planned to push the borrowing legislation 
through Congress within a week. The House was likely to 
approve the extension today, the Senate on Monday. 

Most economists believe a default on the nation’s debt 
payments would batter financial markets and push inter- 
est rates upward. 


Bill To Bar Partial-Birth Abortions May Stall

WASHINGTON — Lawmakers who support abortion 
rights objected Tuesday to rushing a ban on certain late- 
term abortions through the Senate, calling instead for 
hearings to better examine the procedure. 

In response, the Senate arranged a vote today on a 
motion by Sen. Arlen Specter, R-Pa., to send the partial- 
birth abortion bill to the Judiciary Committee. 

Proponents of the bill called it a delaying tactic. Both 
sides predicted a close vote. 

“Why do we have to study something as obvious as 
this?’’ asked Sen. Robert C. Smith, R-N.H., the measure’s 
chief sponsor. ‘“‘We could have hearings until hell freezes

The bill would outlaw “‘partial birth abortions,” a rare 
procedure used in late-term abortions involving the exci- 
sion of the brain of the fetus. It would impose a prison 
term of two years and fines on doctors who perform the 
procedure. 

In court proceedings, however, an acceptable defense 
would be that the procedure was necessary to save the 
mother’s life. President Bill Clinton and other opponents 
contend that this defense is insufficient to protect a 
woman’s life and health. 

The House passed the bill last Wednesday, 288-139. It 
marked the first time since the Supreme Court’s 1973 
Roe vs. Wade ruling legalizing abortion that Congress has 
moved to prohibit a specific abortion procedure. 

Senate Minority Leader Tom Daschle, D-S.D., said the 
Senate’s 46 Democrats were united in favor of sending 
the bill to committee before a floor vote. 

The description of the procedure causes even abortion 
rights advocates to cringe, but without it, many women 
could die, opponents of the bill say. It is viewed widely as 
the first step toward an outright ban on abortions. 

“If one believes in God, one believes that God has 
assured there are medical procedures in place to help 
save lives,’’ said Sen. Barbara Boxer, D-Calif. If the bill is 
passed, ‘“‘women will die, and they will be our babies that 
we raised. Are we going to put women to their deaths?”’ 

During the debate, Sen. John Ashcroft, R-Mo., a sup- 
porter of the bill, referred to the assassination of Israeli 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin, which he said showed the 
need for civil discourse on emotional issues. 

Ashcroft said he intended “to speak with civility and 
reason about the horror of partial birth abortions, which 
literally rip a child from the mother’s womb.”’

@ Increases in sales taxes in 25 
municipalities in St. Louis County. All 
proposals passed. 

@ 14 tax and fee proposals that 
officials of the new city of Wildwood 
said they needed to get the city 
started. 

But in the Mehlville School Dis- 
trict, voters turned down a waiver of 
the property tax rollback provided by 
Proposition C, the state sales tax for 
education and a $28 million bond 
issue. 


posal to annex an area south of the 
city passed by a single vote. The 
proposal needed separate simple fa- 
vorable majorities in the city and the 
area to be annexed. The vote in the 
area proposed for annexation was 11 
yes and 10 no. 

Parkway Superintendent Paul De- 
lanty said the mixed results in his 
district will “‘preserve the status 
quo.” 

The waiver will add 26 cents to the 
district’s tax rate and generate 
enough money to keep the district 
out of a deficit in the next few years.

Incumbents Win In E. St. Louis School District

East St. Louis area voters returned Demo- 


“cratic Party chairman Frederic Boyd and La- 


Vondia M. Neely to four more years on the 
District 189 School Board. 

Voters on Tuesday also elected Frankie Sea- 
berry and James Ross to replace two board 
members who are stepping down. 

Seaberry, a popular Centreville alderman 
and the district’s former music director, will 
serve a four-year term. Ross, a bus driver and 
deputy sheriff allied with Boyd, will fill the 
remaining two years of an unexpired term. 

Boyd kept his seat despite widespread distri- 
bution of campaign literature against him in the 
race, which drew 12 candidates. Boyd was 
criticized for failing to attend almost all school 
board meetings in recent months. He has been 
on the board for more than 20 years. Boyd is 
also the city’s powerful Democratic Party polit- 


ical chairman. 


He had backed a slate of candidates against 
another slate backed by East St. Louis Mayor 
Gordon Bush. Several independent candidates 
also ran. Both sides supported Seaberry. 

Mayor Bush was already looking to the fu- 
ture Tuesday night. 

“We're hoping that the school board can 
move into an era of cooperation with the finan- 
cial oversight panel,” Bush said. He added that 
he also hoped for ‘‘new determination that the 
children will be the first and foremost priority 
for School District 189.”’ 


Neely said she was “pleased with the re- 
sponse from the community. My goal is to be 
part of the development of a super school 
district that will educate our children to go into 
the 21st century as productive citizens of this 
country and community.” 


A majority — or four — of the School 
Board’s seven seats were up for grabs. 


The new board members will step into a 
district with many problems. From allegations 
of gross mismanagement of funds to a shortage 
of books and other basic educational supplies, 
the district has been at the center of one 
controversy after another. 

Broken boilers, frequent sewage backups and 
flooding have been a way of life. On election eve 
a fire ravaged one of the junior high schools 
while gas leaks and no heat forced the closing of 
two other schools. 


The School Board has been in frequent con- 


flict with a state Financial Oversight Panel and 


was criticized recently for replacing nationally 
known football coach Bob Shannon. 

In the last School Board election two years 
ago, voters showed their dissatisfaction by 
sweeping out every incumbent up for re- 
election. 

For the first time, the Election Board in East 
St. Louis tested a computerized system to veri- 


fy voters’ signatures and cut down on possible 
fraud. The new system was tested in seven of 
the city’s 44 precincts. James Lewis, executive 
director of elections, said the new system went 
well, although some judges had trouble adjust- 
ing to it. 

Ultimately, he said, ‘‘this should enhance the 
integrity and accuracy of the process.” 

In other Metro East elections: 


® School tax proposals and bond issues in St. 
Clair County were defeated. Voters in the Wa- 
terloo School District stomped a proposal to 
pay for building a new high school and another 
for a tax increase for new computers. 

@ Library measures passed. In Mascoutah, 
voters approved a $600,000 bond issue for 
improvements to their library. 

® Highland School District voters were fail- 
ing to approve money for a new middle school 
and a major expansion to the high school, but 


the total vote was not yet counted.

haps with a proposal taking in an area 
smaller than the 105,000-resident 
municipality voted down Tuesday. 
‘This was a start in the right direc- 
tion,”’ said one of them, Buzz Bess of

Rabin’s Father Once Lived In St. Louis 


Yitzhak Rabin’s father, Nehemiah 
Rabin, lived briefly in St. Louis some- 
time before World War I. 

The elder Rabin had come to the 
United States from Ukraine, working 
first in Chicago for a dozen years as a 
tailor and then moving to St. Louis. 


He lived in St. Louis for two years, 
said Mel Dubinsky of Ladue, former 
head of the Jewish Federation of St. 
Louis and a friend of the slain prime 
minister. 


Dubinsky said Tuesday that at a 


dinfier several years ago, Rabin had 
joked to him, “‘If my father had 
stayed in St. Louis, I might have been 
a contributor to the Jewish 
Federation.” 


Instead, Rabin’s father decided to 
rejoin relatives in what was then Pal- 
estine, where Rabin was born in 
1922. 


Rabin, who was assassinated Sat- 
urday, was the first prime minister of 
Israel born in the country. 


bureaucracy wasn’t needed. County 
Councilwoman Deborah Kersting, a 
Democrat who helped lead the oppo- 
sition, said the proposal failed ‘“‘be- 
cause it didn’t come from the resi- 
dents’’ but from businesses. 

“It’s like that old cliche — people 
out in South County feel like if it’s not 
broke, don’t fix it,”” Kersting said at 
the opposition committee’s election 
night party at Genesis Banquet Cen- 
ter on Telegraph Road. A few feet 
away, Theresa Saunders said, “‘I feel 
I have local control already” with her 
subdivision board of trustees. 

Just a block south on Telegraph at 
the incorporation committee’s party 
at Royale Orleans Banquet Center, 
chairman Forrest Miller said he 
wasn't bitter about the loss. 

“We gave people the opportunity 
to be able to have what everyone else 


in St. Louis County did,” Miller said 
as a Dixieland band played. “‘We did it 
the way that we thought was the 
right way’’ — taking in an entire 
community instead of just concen- 
trating on wealthier, tax-rich areas. 

Some other South Pointe activists 
said the loss was partly due to untrue 
accusations by opponents that incor- 
poration would lead to higher taxes 
and the eventual replacement of the 
area’s county police detachment with 
a municipal force. Opponents con- 
tended that that was a logical conclu- 
sion, given the limited financial struc- 
ture backers had prepared and the 
experiences of other cities. 

South Pointe activists also repeat- 
ed complaints that Cavato and others 
in Westfall’s administration helped 
the opposition while portraying 
themselves as being neutral. 


South Pointe would have covered 
47.67 square miles — stretching 
south from near the River Des Peres 
to the Meramec River and west to 
around Tesson Ferry Road. The new 
city would have been the 92nd mu- 
nicipality wholly within the county — 
and by far the biggest in population. 

Wendel, of St. Louis University, 
predicted that the vote will put the 
issue at rest for a while in the South 
Pointe area but that it would not 
necessarily deter incorporation bids 
elsewhere. 

One proposal, Sappington-Con- 
cord, would take in some of the area 
envisioned by South Pointe support- 
ers. The County Council and a circuit 
judge have refused to put that issue 
on the ballot but a hearing is sched- 
uled for Nov. 17 on the matter by the 
Missouri Court of Appeals here. 


Jefferson City 
Voters Say No 
To Gambling 


JEFFERSON CITY (AP) — 
Three years after voters in 
Jefferson City said they wanted 
a casino boat in their city, they 
changed their minds, rejecting 
the same issue they embraced 
in 1992. 

In a vote watched closely by 
gambling interests across the 
state, on Tuesday voters 
turned down Proposition 1, 
which repeated the basic ques- 
tion of whether riverboat gam- 
bling should be legal on the 
Missouri River inside the 
boundaries of Jefferson City. 

It was rejected 5,946 to 
4,459. 

Sixty percent of voters ap- 
proved riverboat gambling in 
1992. 

Voters approved another 
measure on gambling. Proposi- 
tion 2 would amend the city’s 
charter to bar city officials 
from accepting any money 
from riverboat gambling oper- 
ations. It passed by a vote of 
5,422 to 4,949. 


Sales Tax Extended 


Voters in Jackson County ex- 
tended a %4-cent sales tax by a 
huge margin — 41,461 to 
16,804 in favor of keeping the 
tax through 2004. 

The tax generates about $15 
million a year for drug treat- 
ment, prevention and law 
enforcement.

(AP) — President 
Bill Clinton didn’t campaign within 
miles of Fayette before Tuesday’s 
CityVote, but he won the local ballot- 
ing in the nonbinding presidential 
popularity contest. Colin Powell, an- 
other no-show whose presidential in- 
tentions remain unknown, finished 
second. 

John Hagelin of the Natural Law 
Party made two trips to this farming 
community, helping’ him to a third- 
place finish ahead of 20 other people 
— many unknown and some of whom 
aren't even seeking the White House. 

No matter — long shots found 
encouragement in Tuesday’s results. 

“I’m delighted,”’ Hagelin, a profes- 
sor of quantum physics, said from his 
home in Fairfield, Iowa. “The people 
of Fayette said they want govern- 


ment in harmony with natural law.” 

About 20 percent of Fayette’s 
1,740 registered ‘voters — 352 — 
cast ballots at the sole polling place in 
a corridor of the Howard County 
Courthouse. 

Clinton had 119 votes, Powell 51, 
Hagelin 41 and Republican Bob Dole 
was fourth with 37 votes. Ross Perot, 
who hasn’t announced plans to run 
for president, finished fifth with 19 
votes. Two others were behind Perot 
in double digits, and 15 were in single 
digits. 

Howard County Clerk Mark Hill 
said Clinton’s first-place finish was no 
surprise in the heavily Democratic 
county. 

“‘We have voters who always vote 
a straight Democratic ticket,’ Hill 
said. 


Fayette, a city of 2,888, was the 
smallest of 17 cities participating in 
CityVote. Final national results were 
not expected until early Wednesday. 

No major candidates visited Fay- 
ette in advance of CityVote, staged to 
draw attention to urban. issues and 
the political clout of cities. 

But Michael Hirsch wasn’t dis- 
couraged about the lack of well- 
known visitors. 

Indeed, the local City Vote organiz- 
er was downright bubbly about Tues- 
day’s turnout. To hear Hirsch tell it, 
City Vote was about the biggest event 
to hit Fayette since Confederate 
guerrillas stormed the fortified 
courthouse in 1864. 


“It didn’t hurt that six of the 22 


people on the ballot came to town,”

five other statewide contests there. Despite the close 
margin, Patton suggested that the results offered a mes- 
sage to the Republican Congress.

The GOP fared much better in Mississippi, where 
Fordice handily beat Democrat Dick Molpus, a three- 
term secretary of state. With 92 percent of the vote in, 
Fordice had 55 percent to 45 percent for Molpus. 

Republicans have never controlled either chamber of 
the Virginia legislature and began the day believing that a 
takeover was within reach. But Democrats held their 52- 
47 House majority. Republicans did gain two state Senate 
seats, leaving the 40-member chamber equally divided, 
although Republicans held out hope of persuading a con- 
servative Democrat to switch parties. The Democratic 
_ heutenant governor would break any tie votes. 

In Maine, Democrats had temporarily lost control of 
the House earlier this year because of party switches. But 
they reclaimed a one-vote majority by winning two special 
elections. 

Republicans hoped a big victory by Fordice would mean 
legislative gains in Mississippi as well, but they did not 
appear to be gaining enough seats to capture the state 
Senate. In New Jersey’s Assembly, Democrats made only 
a tiny dent in the GOP’s lopsided majority. 

Dozens of communities were electing mayors. Big-city 
incumbents who won easily included Kurt Schmoke in

Assembly Speaker Willie Brown, and Roberta Achten- 
berg, a lesbian activist and a former official of President 
Bill Clinton’s administration. If no candidate got more 
than 50 percent, a runoff would be held next month. 

In ballot propositions, two Indiana counties rejected 
riverboat gambling, and voters in Springfield, Mass., said 
they did not want casino gambling. A Maine proposal to 
ban laws aimed at protecting homosexuals from discrimi- 
nation was defeated, and Mississippi voters rejected term 
limits for state lawmakers. 

The attention in Washington was on the gubernatorial 
and legislative elections. In 1993, these off-year contests 
offered the first evidence of the Republican revival, and 
both parties watched for clues to the climate in the 
coming presidential year. 

“Unquestionably, we still have the wind at our backs,”’ 
said Haley Barbour, chairman of the Republican National 
Committee. Still, mindful of the deep Democratic tradi- 
tions in local Southern politics, he said: ‘“At some point, 
we won't win every election.” 

As for national implications, the White House took a 
wait-and-see posture. “If Democrats win everywhere ... 
I’m sure it will be a very dramatic and national trend,”’ 
joked Mike McCurry, Clinton’s press secretary. 

But even in victory, there were signs of Democratic 


distress. Patton distanced himself from Clinton and, ina |

She added, “I didn’t think there would be a 
time when I had to leave my own home,” 

Jackson, 59, collapsed Monday afternoon in 


the living room of her house, in the 1500 block of 
Oak Grove Avenue, while she was talking on the 
telephone with a relative. 

Police credit her grandson, Larry Bailey, 11, 
with saving her life when he called 911. A 
Wellston police officer pulled her to safety and 
ordered Larry and his sister, Lashawn Bailey, 8, 
to go outside. 

The children were uninjured, but they stayed 
with Jackson while she was being treated at St. 
Louis Regional Medical Center. 

Jackson said she had been surprised to learn 
that the house had no chimney. She said she had 
paid a contractor to put a new roof on the house 
about 10 years ago. He apparently did not in- 
clude a chimney, she said. 


Jackson, a former cashier for National Super- 
markets, said she had had her furnace inspected 
every year. There was no indication that the 
chimney was missing, she said. 

Jackson said she had called the roofing con- 
tractor Tuesday but was told that the firm’s 
records had burned in a fire. A representative of 
the company said repairs could not be made 
because there was no proof that the company did 
the work. 

Meanwhile, Jatkson said she was looking for a 
place to stay. She said the children were getting 
cold and she still was feeling some effects of the 
carbon monoxide poisoning. “I can’t let this stop 
me. God just had his arms around us. That’s how 
we made it all these years.”’

New Test Raises Reports Of Prostate Cancer 


CHICAGO (AP) — Diagnosed 
cases of prostate cancer are on the 
rise — not necessarily because of any 
decline in the health of American 
men but because of a new blood test 
that can detect the disease early, 
researchers say. 

The study should be reassuring to 
men, said: Dr. Steven J. Jacobsen, 


~who reported the findings today in 


the Journal of the American Medical 
Association. 

The increase in diagnosed cases of 
prostate cancer ‘‘means it’s probably 
not something out in the environ- 
ment, something that we’re doing 
lifestyle-wise. It’s probably just due 
to the testing,”’ he said. “‘We’re de- 
tecting cases that had not previously 
come to medical attention.” 

* The new PSA (prostate-specific 
antigen) test can detect cancers that 
would otherwise have gone 


The new PSA, or prostate-specific antigen, test 
can detect cancers that would otherwise have gone 


undiagnosed. 

The test, introduced in 1987 but 
not approved for screening until last 
year, detects a prostate-produced 
protein. Elevated levels are a possi- 
ble indicator of cancer, although a 
follow-up ultrasound and biopsy are 
used to make a definitive diagnosis. 

Annual PSA screening for prostate 
cancer — the nation’s second-leading 


cancer killer of men — now is recom- 
mended for men 50 and older. 

Researchers at the Mayo Clinic in 
Rochester, Minn., examined the inci- 
dence of prostate cancer several 
years before and after the test was 
introduced and found a more than 
threefold increase between 1983 and 
1992. 

The largest increase occurred in 


1988, when there was a doubling 
from 1987, the year PSA testing was 
introduced. Among men 70 and old- 
er, the incidence declined after 1990, 
indicating that PSA testing was help- 
ing diagnose patients at a younger 
age, the researchers said. 

Dr. William Catalona, a urologist at 
Washington University in St. Louis, 
said the Mayo Clinic findings should 
be reassuring. 

“People have been looking almost 
with horror ... at the dramatic in- 
creases,’ Catalona said. “If prostate 
cancers are detected earlier, in 
younger men,” the increase “‘is not 
going to be sustained,’ he said. 


Man, 61, Survives Eight Days Lost... 
In Desolate Mexican Volcano Park: | 


PHOENIX (AP) — For eight 
days, Donald Wages battled the 
Mexican desert, sucking the mois- 
ture from cactuses, trying to 
catch a lizard to eat and watching 
his brother-in-law die in the heat. 

He cursed the desolation of El 
Pinacate, a volcano park that had 
been just another leisurely desti- 
nation for him and Robert Harri- 
son on one of their annual 
excursions. 

Their visit turned tragic Oct. 
22 after they stopped for a break 
about 30 miles inside the park: 
Their jeep wouldn’t start. 

Wages, 61, and Harrison, 73, 
did not have a map. They relied on 
Harrison’s past visits and “‘gut in- 
stinct’”’ as they made their way 
through the park in search of help. 
They had a gallon of water in an 
ice chest. 

“We should not have gone ‘for- 
ward,” Wages said. ‘After walk- 
ing those first couple of hours, we 
should have returned to the Scout, 
where we had more ice and water. 
Every day we would realize the 
stupid things we had pulled off the 
day before, and then we got to the 
point of no return.” 

Harrison, from Rye, Colo., died 
Oct. 27. 

When Wages was rescued three 


days later by the Mexican Park | 


Service, only his heart and brain 


were fully functioning. After a few . 
days in the hospital, he was re- 
leased Monday.

FDA Sets New Rules 


For Bottled Water 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Under a 
new government regulation, those 
expensive bottles of water preferred: 
by many over plain old tap will have 
to come clean about their sources. 
And mothers will be told that even! 
bottled water for infants might need 
to be boiled. 

The Food and Drug Administra- 
tion says its rules “‘will promote hon- 
esty and fair dealing in the market 

place.”’ 

“Spring water”’ will really have to 
come from a spring, and “mineral 
water’ must meet a minimum stand- 
ard for the amount of minerals. it 
contains.. Mineral water has been 
exempt from standards that apply to 
other bottled waters. The rules will 
apply to all bottled water sold in the 
United States. 

The International Bottled Water 
Association, which represents 85 
percent of this country’s 250 water 
bottlers, asked the FDA to set some 
ground rules. 

“From our point of view, it sort of 
raises the bar for the rest of the 
industry who are not members of the 
association,” said Jennifer Levine, 
the group’s director of 
communications.

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Supreme Court Toughens Drug Cases 
Ruling Lets Prosecutors Go After Assets Not Connected To Crimes 


' WASHINGTON (AP) — The Supreme Court gave 
federal prosecutors greater power Tuesday to force drug 
traffickers who plead guilty to surrender all or most of 
their assets, even those not tainted by their crimes. 

Critics said the 8-1 decision in a Wyoming case could 
lead to plea-bargain abuses by prosecutors or rich 
criminals.

Who Will Play 
Referee When 
Kids Grow Up? 


N THE SOCCER field in St. Ann, the 

Blue Jays, trailing 1-0, were on the 

attack, pressing ever closer to the 
Lightning goal. Suddenly, one of the attack- 
ers went down. 

The referee signaled a penalty. Tripping, 
he said, and he awarded the Blue Jays a 
penalty kick. 

Frankly, all of this is foreign to me. I grew 
up in Chicago, and we played baseball, foot- 
ball and basketball. Soccer, my friends and I 
believed, was a game for kids who didn’t 
speak English at home. 

But even though I didn’t understand the 
exact reason for a penalty kick, the idea of 

one thrilled me. 
That’s because my 
son was the Light- 
ning goalie. His 
teammates are so 
good that there are 
games — entire 
games! — when the 
opposing team gets 
only five or six shots 
on goal. 
Then again, there 
are games when the 
Lightning gets only 
five or six shots on goal. 

That’s soccer, I guess. 

At any rate, the players lined up. The boy 
who had been awarded the penalty kick 
stepped toward the ball. My son stood poised 
in front of the goal. The Blue Jay kicked 
toward a corner of the goal. My son dived 
toward the streaking ball. 

But it flashed past him. For a moment, he 
remained on the ground and pounded his fist 
in frustration. 


But wait! The referee was waving his 
arms. Apparently, one of the Blue Jays had 
left his appointed place too early, and the 
penalty kick would have to be re-kicked. 

My son stopped the second shot. 

There was a small dispute about it. At first, 
the referee signaled a goal, but after talking 
to the coaches, he decided that the ball had 
only partly crossed the goal line, and appar- 
ently the entire ball has to cross the line. 

So the goal was disallowed. The Lightning 
players, who had waited anxiously while the 
ref conferred with the coaches, cheered while 
the Blue Jays dejectedly readied themselves 
to continue the game. 

Meanwhile, I kept thinking about how 
different things were when I was a kid. 

We played sports all the time, but almost 
all of our games were pickup games, unorga- 
nized games, the kind of games kids don’t 
play anymore. 

Admittedly, sometimes you can still find 
kids playing pickup basketball games, and 
occasionally you'll see kids playing roller 
blade hockey, but for the most part, almost all 
sports today are of the organized variety. 

It’s a definite improvement in the sense 
that today’s kids have the benefit of coaching. 
We learned on our own, and so we didn’t 
always learn correctly.

faster. 

Nevertheless, Wells prefers short- 

term assignments: “If I have a class 

that I really have a hard time with, I 


‘don’t have to go back the next day.”’ 


One of the biggest problems subs 
face is not having a lesson plan ready. 
The regular teachers are supposed to 
leave one, but 20 percent to 30 per- 
cent of the time, they don’t, says 
Jones. Substitutes are encouraged to 
have sample lesson plans prepared, 
but ‘‘it’s tough walking in cold,” said 
Wells. 

Wells has some advice for people 
considering becoming substitute 
teachers: 

“Don’t. Especially if you are think- 
ing about being a teacher, this 
shouldn’t be your first experience 
with teaching. You get burned out

yond an orientation session that lasts 
a day or a half-day and covers a whole 
list of topics. 

In St. Louis, substitute teachers’ 
half-day orientation includes going 
over regulations and talking about 
problems that may come up in deal- 
ing with students, said Pat Johnson, a 
district employee who conducts the 
three-hour seminar once a month. 

One of the main issues in the work- 
shop deals with corporal punishment, 
Johnson said. The district doesn’t al- 
low it. Johnson said substitutes are 
told “You are not to put your hands 
on the children’ during disciplining. 
Substitutes are also told whom to get 
in touch with if they have problems. 

Jones and Louis Cross III, the head 
of the St. Louis Teachers Union, 
agree that substitute teachers in the 
city schools need more training. 

‘“‘There’s a different dynamic go- 
ing on in the classroom than 10 years 
ago, five years ago and Maybe even a 
year ago, ” Jones said. ““Based on the 
incidents we’ve seen, I think we need 
more extensive 

Cross favors a week of ' ‘intensive 
training’ for substitutes. 

A teacher in the city schools who 
asked for anonymity said a substitute 
teacher ‘‘cou!dn’t begin to deal’’ with 
some of the students in her classes. 

The teacher said students have 
cursed and threatened her. 

“If I walked out tomorrow, they 
would send a sub, and that sub would 
be in trouble because the students 
are totally out of control.” 
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Former Lawyer Gets 
¢-Year Sentence For 
Stealing From Client

Patrick J. Healey, a former lawyer who 
pleaded guilty of stealing money from a cli- 


ent, hag been sentenced in Hillsboro to seven 


years in prison. 

Healey tried to withdraw his guilty plea 
and begged Associate Circuit Judge William 
Hass to grant him a trial. Instead, he was 
sentenced Monday and led off in handcuffs. 

Healey had entered into a plea agreement 
May 11 in which he admitted stealing 
$72,000 from Scott Marshall of Hillsboro in 
1993. He had written an incriminating letter 
admitting the thefts. 

Prosecutors recommended seven years in 
prison but left open the possibility of proba- 
tion depending on how much restitution Hea- 
ley made. 

Healey’s sentencing was set for last month 
but was delayed when he said he wanted to 
withdraw his plea and get a new lawyer to 
replace Ted Guberman. Guberman had asked 
to withdraw from the case, saying he had 
negotiated the plea agreement in good faith 
and could not seek to undo it. 

Healey told Hass he was not guilty and had 
a chance for a law enforcement job in New 


Mexico. Hass, a vis- 
iting judge from Ore- 
gon County, sternly 
told Healey he had 
not even come up 
with 15 cents in 
restitution. 

The thefts included $45,000 from a life 
insurance policy that Marshall intended to 
use to pay off a mortgage on a house he 
inherited from his late father. 

Healey was allowed to question Marshall 
and tried to show he had stolen no money but 
had an agreement to use Marshall’s moriey. 
Marshall denied it. 

Kenny Hulshof, a prosecutor from the 
state attorney general's office, said Healey 
was trying to delay going to prison. While 
Marshall has received nothing, Healey was 
able to come up with $1,000 last month to 
post a bond to get out of jail, Hulshof said. 

Healey, 46, has been living in New Mexico, 
where his wife has relatives. The Missouri 
Supreme Court disbarred him last year be- 
cause of complaints from several clients. In 
1990, he ran unsuccessfully for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for prosecuting attorney in 
Jefferson County.

St. Charles Neighbor Admits 
Abusing Boys, Gets 20 Years

John C. Bodmer, an unemployed janitor 
from St. Charles, admitted to a St. Charles 
County Circuit judge Tuesday that he had 
molested three boys who lived in his 
neighborhood. 

Bodmer, 48, was sentenced to 20 years in 
prison by Circuit Judge Lucy D. Rauch, who 
followed a plea agreement between the coun- 
ty prosecutor and Bodmer’s attorney. 
Bodmer must serve 17 years before he is 
eligible for parole. 

Bodmer had been charged with 38 sex 
offenses. He pleaded guilty to 10 charges that 
ranged from second-degree child molesta- 
tion, a misdemeanor, to forcible sodomy, 
which carries a maximum of life in prison. 
Prosecutors agreed to drop the remaining 
charges in exchange for the guilty pleas. 

Rauch ordered that Bodmer be tested for 
HIV, the virus that causes AIDS. She ordered 
the results sent to the families of the boys, 
who were 11, 12 and 13 when they were 
molested. 

Bodmer has been held in the St. Charles 
County jail in lieu of $300,000 bond since he 
was arrested June 21 by St. Charles police. 

In court, he admitted molesting the boys 
between May 1 and June 20 of this year. The 


boys lived within several blocks of Bodmer’s 
house, in the 1000 block of Pine Street; near 
Blanchette Park, police said. 

The boys were absent from the courtroom 
Tuesday, but their mothers were there. The 
11-year-old and 13-year-old are brothers. 

After Bodmer was led away, the mother of 
the two brothers explained the impact of the 
experience. 

“It has destroyed my family,’’ she said. 

She said that Bodmer had befriended her 
and her husband, as well as their boys. 
Bodmer took the family- hunting and fishing. 
She said the family had known him for four or 
five months. 

Now, she said, “It’s like I can’t trust my 
judgment anymore. It really hurts. My kids 
have to go to a psychiatrist.” 

She said she had warned her children about 
strangers, but she said, “I always said talk to 
adults. Trust adults. And I did wrong.”’ 

She said her sons had not told her what was 
going on because Bodmer had threatened the 
boys. 

“He threatened to kill them, cut off body 
parts.” 

The boys’ mother said she thought 
Bodmer’s sentence was too lenient. She said, 
“The best place for him is six feet under.”

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Pasadena Hills Settles Federal Suit 
By Paying Black Couple $15,000

The city of Pasadena Hills has agreed to pay a 
black couple $15,000 to settle a year-old federal 
suit that accused the municipality of racial bias in 
the way it enforced its housing ordinance. 

The couple, Yuri and Willie Walker, own apart- 
ments in the 3900 block of Canterbury Drive. The 
federal civil suit, filed in October 1994, said that 
Pasadena Hills discriminated against them by 
treating them differently than a white landlord 
with similar tenant problems. 

In 1990, the Walkers began renting the apart- 
ments to women with children as part of the 
government’s Section 8 rent-subsidy program. 
Two years later, Yuri Walker reported to Pasa- 
dena Hills officials that two of her tenants had 


violated the city’s occupancy ordinance because 
one of them had moved into the other tenant’s 
apartment. 

As a result, city officials ordered the Walkers to 
provide lists of tenants and copies of leases, said 
the U.S. attorney’s office, which filed the suit. The 
city gave the tenants a week to apply for occupan- 
cy permits. 

In contrast, a white landlord with similar over- 
crowding problems got no city notices of occupan- 
cy violations, the suit said. The U.S. attorney’s 
office accused Pasadena Hills of violating the 
federal Fair Housing Act. 

The settlement, made public on Tuesday, was 
signed by Assistant U.S. Attorney Eric T. Tolen 
and the lawyer for Pasadena Hills.

Journey To Jerusalem 
Was ‘Moment Of History’

EN DAYS AGO, Lynn Lyss of Clayton 
was eating cookies with Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin in his office. Last week- 

end, the chairwoman of the National Jewish

turned to Israel to attend Rabin’s funeral as 
part of President Bill Clinton’s official 
delegation. 

Lyss has been an eyewitness to the Middle 
East peace process. When Rabin and Yasser 
Arafat shook hands on the White House lawn 
two years ago, she was there. She also ac- 
companied Clinton to watch Israel and Jordan 
sign a peace treaty last year. Last month, she 
met with Israeli and Palestinian leaders and 
people for eight days on a “fact-finding mis- 
sion’ for the community relations council. 

Lyss appeared at the St. Louis Jewish Fed- 
eration’s Kopolow Building in west St. Louis 
County on Tuesday. She was visibly moved 
after her emotional journey. At the funeral, 
she said, she was touched to see leaders from 
around the world, many from countries that 


had tumultuous histories with Israel. 

“It showed that this man had worked so 
hard for this nation and had won such a 
victory for peace. When King Hussein got up 
to talk, wearing his Arab headdress in Israel, 
I thought “This is a real moment in history.’ ”’ 


At the funeral, Lyss embraced Dalia Itzik, 
a member of the Israeli parliament who visit- 
ed St. Louis a few months ago. 

As part of the U.S. convoy, Lyss was 
among only 500 people allowed to attend 
Rabin’s burial. About 5,000 attended the me- 
morial, and an estimated 1 million mourners 
filed past Rabin’s coffin. 

While honored to be part of the U.S. con- 
voy, Lyss said she wished she could have 
been in St. Louis to share the grief in her local 
community. “People have a need to come 
together at a time like this.” 

Lyss believes that if the peace process is to 
continue, ‘‘those of us who support peace 
must speak up about it and be far more 
vigorous. As the prime minister himself said 
on the White House lawn in 1993, enough is 
enough.”’ 


Midshipmen Tied To Drug Ring 


Some Have Admitted Their Involvement, Naval Spokesman Says

BALTIMORE— 


WO DOZEN midshipmen at the U.S. 
Naval Academy have been implicated in 
using or selling marijuana and LSD. 

Five midshipmen, including two arrested 
last month, are suspected of felony drug 
distribution, and 19 are thought to have pos- 
sessed enough for personal use, a spokesman 
said. 

The five midshipmen suspected of distrib- 
uting drugs will have their cases reviewed in 
the next few weeks, when Navy lawyers 
consider whether a court-martial should be 
convened. A guilty verdict would mean auto- 
matic discharge from the Navy and a punish- 
ment of fines or imprisonment. 

Adm. Charles R. Larson, academy superin- 
tendent, will determine which cases go to a 
court-martial hearing. He refused to com- 
ment Monday. 

The cases against the 19 midshipmen sus- 
pected of possessing drugs for personal use 
will be reviewed during commandant’s hear- 
ings in about two weeks. 

Capt. Randy Bogle; the commandant of 
midshipmen, will recommend either punish- 
ment for conduct code violations or dismissal 
of the charges. Larson will review those rec- 
ommendations and make the final decision. 

All 4,000 midshipmen were tested within 
48 hours of the arrests last month, and the 
results were all negative, according to a Na-

val spokesman.

Captain To Appeal 


A candidate for admiral who was cleared of 
sexual harassment charges is asking for a 
face-to-face meeting with the Navy’s top offi- 
cial to save his career. 

Capt. Everett L. Greene, 47, said through 
his attorney Tuesday that he would seek a 
meeting with Navy Secretary John Dalton 
after the Navy notified Greene his name 


might be withdrawn from a promotion list. 
Greene was in line for promotion to rear 
admiral when two women previously in his 
command accused him of making repeated, 
unwelcome verbal and written contact with 
them. 

Although cleared of the charges last month 
in a court-martial, Greene’s promotion to 
rear admiral was not automatic. After re- 
viewing hundreds of pages of testimony from 
the court-martial, Dalton decided to consider 
blocking Greene’s promotion. 

In particular, Dalton was concerned about 
cards and letters Greene had sent to the two 
female subordinates in 1993 when Greene 
was the Navy’s top officer investigating ha- 
rassment and equal-opportunity cases. 

“‘The personal judgment you exercised 
during this period could lead the secretary to 
conclude that you may not be professionally 
qualified for promotion to rear admiral,” 
Adm. F.L. Bowmansthe chief of naval person- 
nel, told Greene in a letter Monday. 

Lt. Cmdr. Bill Little, Greene’s lawyer, said 
in an interview that Greene wanted to meet 
with Dalton, saying that the trial record was 
not the complete record. 

Cmdr. Steve Pietropaoli, a Navy spokes- 
man, said Tuesday that a final decision on 
blocking Greene’s promotion was up to De- 
fense Secretary William Perry and President 
Bill Clinton.

The vote by the panel places the drug, 
saquinavir, in position to become the na- 
tion’s first protease inhibitor, a new class of 
drugs that stalls the HIV virus by crippling 
an enzyme vital to the late stages of its 
reproduction. 

All other AIDS dvi sold today are 
nucleoside analogs, which work on another 
part of the virus: If the FDA approves 
saquinavir, doctors would have, for the first 
time, the ability to attack HIV in two sepa-

The FDA is not obligated by advisory 
committee decisions but usually follows 
them.

Moderates May Save The EPA 


Just before the most important vote in Congress 
on the environment this year, House Minority Whip 
David Bonior declared, “‘This is environmental de- 
struction by stealth.” He was referring to 17 special 
directives in the spending bill for the Environmental 
Protection Agency that would prohibit it from en- 
forcing laws legitimately on the books. Fortunately, 
the House reconsidered its earlier action and voted 
to strip them from the bill. 

Actually, the vote was merely an instruction to 
House conferees to remove the EPA handcuffs 
when they meet with their Senate counterparts to 
iron out differences between the two chambers’ 
bills. Though conference committees frequently ig- 
nore such instructions, in this instance that may not 
be so easy. Sixty-three Republican moderates joined 
all but 29 Democrats to create a 227-194 majority 
in favor of allowing the EPA to enforce the law. 

Missouri Reps. Richard Gephardt and William L. 
Clay, plus Illinois Reps. Richard Durbin and Jerry 
Costello voted with the majority, while Missouri 
Reps. James Talent, Harold Volkmer and Bill Emer- 
son and Illinois Rep. Glenn Poshard voted against. 

At issue are 17 so-called riders — amendments to 
the EPA spending bill — that would prohibit the 
agency from controlling industrial and municipal 
runoff into lakes and streams; imposing new con- 
trols on toxic emissions from refiners, cement kilns 
and other manufacturing operations; setting new 


rules on arsenic and radon in drinking water; con- 
tinuing to manage wetlands; and enforcing sewer 
overflow controls to prevent raw sewage from being 
dumped into rivers and streams. 

Each of these actions is authorized by current 
statutes, but anti-environment House Republicans 
wanted to stop them any way they could. They 
chose to use an appropriations bill rather than allow 
the regular committees dealing with environmental 
policy to consider the issues. This is policy-making 
by the back door, by committees that listened hard 
to business interests wanting relief from rules to 
clean up the environment. It was a straight political 
payoff to business by conservative Republicans who 
are themselves opposed to almost all regulations, no 
matter what they do. 

The Senate bill contains similar but fewer and 
milder riders, so there’s a chance most of them will 
be dropped in conference. That in turn may stiffen 
conservative insistence on retaining massive cuts in 
EPA funding — a 34 percent cut by the House, 23 
percent by the Senate. 

President Bill Clinton has promised to veto any 
bill that sharply reduces EPA funding, never mind 
the riders. So Congress’ next most important vote 
on the environment is yet to come. However, the 
moderates’ victory on the riders last week is a good 
sign that Congress may wind up restoring some of 
EPA’s funding. 


Tradition, Sensibilities And Chief Illiniwek 


The Illinois Legislature has gone along with Gov. 
Jim Edgar and left it up to the University of Illinois 
to decide the fate of the campus mascot, Chief 
Illiniwek. Whether using Indians as team symbols is 
demeaning or ennobling is an issue that drew a 
national spotlight during the recent World Series 
between the Atlanta Braves and the Cleveland Indi- 
ans. Though the governor and the Legislature have 
allowed state government to avoid a decision, offi- 
cials at the university shouldn’t be let off the hook. 

On the table during the fall veto session was the 
fate of a bill passed by the House and Senate last 
spring, making Chief Illiniwek the “honored sym- 
bol” of the University of Illinois. Using his amenda- 
tory veto, Mr. Edgar changed the bill, making the 
decision the responsibility not of the General As- 
sembly but of the university. After initial resistance, 
the Legislature went along. 

Now the issue rests with the university. Argu- 
ments on both sides are as familiar as they are 
heated. Those who favor retaining Chief Illiniwek 
cite tradition and the excitement that he — or, 
more accurately, a non-Indian student dressed up in 
the chief’s costume — ignites during his halftime 
dance, stirring up sports crowds. Those who want 


the chief to be retired say that he is a caricature and 
a stereotype, and that far from enhancing the digni- 
ty of Indians, he holds them up to ridicule. 

When racial and ethnic sensibilities have been 
rubbed raw, such concerns should not be taken 
lightly. It is too easy for members of the majority to 
tell minorities they are being too sensitive and have 
to accept what they consider to be negative portray- 
als of their ancestors for the entertainment of a 
larger audience. The chief's war paint and native 
costume may be historically authentic, but the very 
fact that he is used as a mascot can be offensive. 

For the University of Illinois, a compromise could 
be possible. Though the dancing mascot is inappro- 
priate, the noble representation of the chief on the 
university's logo is far less cartoon-like and may be 
acceptable. Other options — a totally new represen- 
tation of the chief, or a different nickname and 
mascot altogether — must also be considered. What 
everyone involved should realize is that while tradi- 
tion deserves respect, it cannot be kept blindly when 
it runs counter to changing perceptions. In the end, 
the best way for Illinois to make Chief Illiniwek an 
“thonored symbol” may be to let him finally retire in 
dignity. 


The C-17 Takes Off 


Last Friday was a great day for St. Louis. The 
area’s largest employer, McDonnell Douglas Corp., 
won a huge new order for its latest Air Force cargo 
plane, the C-17. The aircraft, once mired in techni- 
cal difficulties and huge cost-overruns, has now 
become a star and promises to assure McDonnell 
Douglas’ future for years to come. 

The Air Force has on order 40 C-17s and has now 
decided to purchase another 80 at a cost of roughly 
~ $200 million a plane, down from $450 million for the 
‘ Original test models, which didn’t even work very 
well. But last summer the plane passed all its opera- 
tions and reliability tests handsomely. It remained 
only for the Defense Acquisition Board to decide 
whether to rely on the C-17 as its principal military 
cargo carrier or to buy a mix of C-17s and Boeing 
747s. The 747s can fly longer without refueling, but 
can’t land on the small, unimproved air strips where 
military equipment often must be delivered in a 
hurry. 


The board decided in favor of the C-17 because of 
its greater cargo capacity, though Boeing hasn’t yet 
completely given up the fight. The order for 80 
more planes through 2006 not only will give Mc- 
Donnell Douglas an assured source of income, but 
will make it easier to sell the plane to foreign 
governments and maybe even commercial compa- 
nies, creating enormous new markets and more 
jobs. Some 2,000 jobs at McDonnell’s production 
facilities next to Lambert Field will now be secure, 
as well as 9,000 at the company’s Long Beach, 
Calif., plant. More than 43,000 people nationwide 
are employed in the program. 

Three years ago McDonnell Douglas was faced 
with cancellation of the program if it couldn’t get the 
C-17.to perform properly at a reasonable cost. 
Disputes with the Air Force abounded. The compa- 
ny has done a great job of fixing these problems and 
now stands to profit handsomely. So will its work- 
ers. That’s good news for St. Louis and the region. 


Two Elections Help Put The Past To Rest 


Instability rules in much of the world that former- 
ly belonged in the Soviet orbit, judging at least by 
the recent reports on the health of Russian Presi- 
dent Boris Yeltsin and the strained negotiations to 
resolve the war in Bosnia-Herzegovina. 

But the situation in the one-time Soviet empire is 
not entirely bleak, as indicated by the results of 
recent elections in Georgia and Poland. Though the 
circumstances in the two countries are very differ- 
ent, both elections reveal a citizenry unwilling to 
wax nostalgic about the communist past, despite the 
considerable hardships the present imposes. 

In Georgia, according to unofficial returns, Presi- 
dent Eduard Shevardnadze won a landslide victory 
— roughly 70 percent of the vote. Mr. Shevard- 
nadze, once the Soviet foreign minister, presided 
over the collapse of the Soviet Union and was vilified 
as a puppet of Western interests. In the past three 
years, he has held Georgia together through a civil 


quishing government ownership 
launching a major privatization effort. By their vote,

Georgians have decidedly rejected that course of 
action, or inaction; and they have chosen to continue 
to pursue market reforms, with a leader who is still 
strongly respected in the West. 

In Poland, Lech Walesa is challenging Bill Clinton 
for the title of the comeback kid. Mr. Walesa, who 
came from way behind, will vie with Aleksander 
Kwasniewski for the presidency in a run-off election 
Nov. 19. During his term as president, Mr. Walesa’s 
support ebbed to almost nothing, a reminder that 
beloved leaders of the revolution do not always 
make the successful transition to head of state. 

What made the difference was Mr. Kwasniewski, 
a former communist. To be fair, Mr. Kwasniewski is 
a perfectly respectable candidate with no intentions 
of reviving the dictatorship of the proletariat. But 
Mr. Walesa’s change in fortune reflects the Polish 
electorate’s unease about giving one-time commu- 
nists very much political power. As one voter said, 
“It is not a choice between persons, but between 
certain systems, sets of values and political groups.”’

At first glance, the Quebecois would seem to 
shave little to gripe about. With 7 million people, 
82 percent of whom primarily speak French, 
today’s Quebec has more than a fourth of Cana- 
da’s population. Yet it has produced a fifth of 
Canada’s.prime ministers and in the past 27 
years a Quebecker has been prime minister in 
all but three. The central government takes 
extreme measures to assure bilingualism. And, 

.since the. 950s, Quebec’s economy has 
emerged into an economic powerhouse. 

Still, this is its second independence vote in 
45 years.dn: 1980, Quebeckers voted 60 per- 
cent to 40-percent against a softer version of 
the question that came within 50,000 votes of 
winning last, week. Why the unhappiness? 

Quebegkers, the last holdout for French cul- 
ture in this hemisphere, will tell you they want 
their culture recognized as distinct in an endur- 
ing way that will not be diluted and washed 
away like the French culture that thrived in 
Louisiana up until about a century ago. 

Two years after the 1980 vote, Quebec vot- 
ers saw their provincial powers cut back in 
constitutional changes that also cost Quebec its 
coveted right to veto any amendments to the 
constitution. 

A 1987 agreement would have restored 
some of those powers, but some provinces 
declined to ratify it by the 1990 deadline. Que- 
beckers felt betrayed. Polls picked up a back- 
lash that ran as high as 70 percent for “‘sover- 
eignty,”’ another way of saying independence. 
Still, warnings of inflation, unemployment and 
economic uncertainty kept separatist support 
to a dull roar until early October, when Lucien 
Bouchard took leadership of the separatist 
cause. Bouchard heads the Bloc Quebecois, 
whose 53 seats in Canadian Parliament are 
second only:to the ruling Liberals. 

Having successfully won over the most fear- 
ful and resentful, the separatists then won over 
crucial middle-of-the-road “swing’’ voters by 
suggesting that citizens of the new Quebec 
might be able to keep not only a strong econom- 
ic partnership with the rest of Canada, but also 
the Canadian dollar and even dual citizenship. 

Suddenly tantalized by the possibility of hav- 

ing their cake and eating it too, crucial moder- 
ates began to forget the dire forecasts of eco- 
nomic upheaval and uncertainty. In the end, it 
was only a solid opposition by Anglophones that 
kept the measure from passing. 

The power of language as a unifying force of 
national identity is an important lesson that 
Canada’s agony teaches us. But the language 
controversy in the United States is hardly com- 
parable to that of Canada, where a fifth of the 
population fiercely holds on to its mother 
tongue and culture. Here, most immigrants and 
virtually all of their offspring eagerly learn 
English on their own, without “‘official English” 
being written into law. 

More important is the lesson Canada’s agony 
teaches about the need for majorities in a di- 
verse society not only to protect the rights of 
minorities, but also to pay proper respect to 
their fears. 

- Botchard is no Farrakhan; but like other 
charismatic ethnic leaders, each plays to his 
‘constituency’s shared sense of victimization 
and alienation, especially when the majority 
population would rather dismiss the minority’s 
complaints as “whining”’ instead of talking 
them out and dealing with them. 

It is in this way that the enemies of ethnic 

-leaders perversely become their best allies. 

Canadians are not the only people on this 
continent who struggle with the need to pre- 
serve national unity. Their struggle is only 
more obvious. Canada’s French-English divid- 
ing lines can be séen on a map. Our divide is less 
obvious on this side of the border, but it is just 
as as deeply felt.

Quebeckers want their own independent 
nation. Though not inevitable, it is now 
probable that the separatists will ultimately 
succeed within a generation, perhaps much 
sooner, But instead of preparing for that 
eventuality, laying the foundation for a 
strong relationship with our potential new 
independent neighbor to the north, U.S. 
policy is encouraging divisiveness and alien- 
ating the more than 5 million French-speak- 
ing people of Quebec. 

In the 15 years sihce the 1980 sovereign- 
ty vote, the proportion of Quebeckers fa- 
voring independence has jumped by 10 per- 
cent. Now, more than 60 percent of 
Francophone Quebec favors nationhood. 
The appeal is even stronger among younger 
voters. It is increasingly likely that the tiny 
50,000 vote deficit will transform to a solid 
majority for sovereignty. Without endors- 
ing independence, isn’t it now time for 
American policymakers to prepare con- 
structively for this eventuality? 

Many Quebecois are growing resentful of 
U.S. close-mindedness on the issue, from 
President Bill Clinton’s public opposition to 
the warning that an independent Quebec 
would not automatically gain entry to the 


North American Free Trade Agreement. 

The U.S. public seems to have accepted 
without question the antisovereignty, views 
of the U.S. and Canadian governments and 
media. Who can blame them, confronted 
with alarmist visions of economic collapse, 
the loss of our largest trading partner, long 
lines at border crossings, potential passport 
and visa problems and elimination of the 
longest unarmed border in the world? 

Look how easily Europeans travel and do 
business today in 


interest to separate from its more affluent 
Czech neighbors, the divorce did not desta- 
bilize the region or significantly change re- 
gional economic dynamics. 

Conversely, in Romania, the Hungarian 
minority is suppressed by the government 
in countless ways and is a potential crisis.

Canada may have passed. Perhaps the mag- 
nitude of the vote for independence will 
turn the tide in the rest of Canada and lead 
to a compromise that preserves the coun- 
try. But more dramatic changes are likelier. 
The sovereignty movement has its dark 
side. The repressive French-only laws in 
Quebec seemed extreme and ridiculous to 
Americans (even though English-only laws 
are on the policy agenda here). 

For Quebec’s nationalist case to remain 
legitimate, separatists must disavow Pre- 
mier Jacques Parizeau’s scapegoating of 
ethnic minorities and welcome his resigna- 
tion. As one supporter of sovereignty noted,

liberal, pluralistic and multicultural . 
anti-ethnic.’ 

The United States must embrace the 
future of North America positively and con- 
structively, no matter what the outcome in 
Canada. A potentially independent Quebec 
should be assured of open borders, mem- 
bership in NAFTA, speedy diplofnatic rec- 
ognition and support for membership in the 
United Nations and other international 
organizations. 

The United States should make clear to 
the people of Quebec its willingness to help 
in negotiations with Canada if invited; to 
discuss participation in NATO; and to nego- 
tiate all bilateral and multilateral issues 
during any transition. The United States — 
should also work equally hard to reassure 
and assist English-speaking Canada in deal- 
ing with a transition and new problems, 
such as the potential isolation of the eco- 
nomically troubled Maritime provinces. 

When stripped of the emotional baggage 
and natural attachment to the status quo, 
there is nothing to fear from a sovereign 
Quebec other than the very fear of change 
itself. We can live in a mutually beneficial, 
peaceful relationship with Quebec and a 
smaller Canada. 

However, if anxieties cause the United 
States td overreact and undermine Que- 
bec’s aspirations, all of us in North America 
will be worse off, and the dire predictions 
will be unnecessarily and tragically fulfilled.

The company has 337 savings branches 
and 117 mortgage-lending offices in 15 
states; its assets total $50 billion. 

“St. Louis was chosen from 12 major 
cities. ... St. Louis’ central location, pro- 


business environment and, most important, 
many highly skilled people, made [the city] a 
unique opportunity,’ Terneus said at a press 
conference here.

court decision that threw out two decades- 
old consent decrees, a Kodak spokesman 
said. 

‘This gives our marketing people the flex- 
ibility to look at things that were legal in the 
past for our competitors, but which we were 
restricted from doing,” said Kodak spokes- 
man Charles Smith. 

The government’s decision to live with 
the appeals court ruling ends a long legal 
fight for Kodak, dating to the days when the 
Rochester, N.Y., photographic pioneer com- 


. manded near-total domination of the con- 


sumer photography market. 

New York-based appeals court in Au- 
gust struck down antitrust orders dating 
from 1921 and 1954. The first barred Kodak 
from manufacturing “private label’’ film for 
sale by other companies. The second prohib- 
ited Kodak from selling film and photo proc- 
essing for a single price. 

‘“‘We’re not saying the consent decrees 
weren't appropriate in 1921 or 1954. But in 
the 1990s, the competitive environment has 
changed,”’ Smith said. ‘‘We were being held 
to a set of standards that our competitdérs 
weren't.” 

Kodak has not yet decided what to do with 
its newfound freedom, which was secured 
when the government’s 90-day deadline 
passed for appealing the lower- “court 
decision. 

“It doesn’t mean we’re going to do any- 
thing. But it gives us flexibility,” Smith said. 

“Our intention is to level the playing field on 
a global basis.”’

‘“‘We’re able teumake a profit doing S, we’re 
protecting the enviroriment.and we're creating 
new jobs,”’ said Joe Hunt, vice president for sales 
and marketing at Greenbrier Associates, which 
opened its recycling operation in Billerica earlier 
this year and now recycles about a million disks a 
month.

Manufacturers are pumping out more than 725 
million diskettes a year, half of them to program 
software. Trouble is, the software is upgraded and 
the companies end up with crates of unused disks. 


At Greenbrier’s small Billerica plant, the disks 
go through a heat process to remove the labels. 
Then they’re run through a magnetic field to erase 
the program, after employees seated around a 
table use their fingernails to pick off the nagging 
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The cost to the manufacturer for a recycled disk 
is 18 cents, compared to 30 cents for a new, first- 
quality blank diskette from a U.S. manufacturer. 
Those savings come in handy in an industry 
squeezed to lower prices, and Greenbrier’s store- 
room is stacked with boxes from Microsoft, Power- 
soft, WordPerfect, Kao Infosystems and Lotus. 


The business also is recycling executives who 
have lost their jobs to high-tech company cutbacks. 
Hunt was laid off by Kao; Greenbrier’s operations 
manager is a veteran of BASF. There are 15 full- 
time employees, many of them refugees from 
downsized manufacturing plants in nearby Lowell. 


“At this point, I would call it a relatively small 
but certainly opportune type of industry,” Mark 
Rosenkerr, spokesman for the Electronics Indus- 
tries Association, said of disk recycling. 

Hunt thinks the market for recycled disks is 
vast, but that there’s a time limit. In a few years, 
he said, almost all software will be sold on CD- 
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“There will be a market for it for quite some 
time — particularly for inexpensive diskettes for 
inexpensive programs, where people don’t want to 
make a big investment,”’ Brush said. “And you'll 
still need a medium of exchange. If I want to give 
you a few files, I’ll still need diskettes.”’ 


In fact, the No. 1 use of floppy disks is to back up 
files, according to the Electronics Industries Asso- 
ciation. The association reports that the number of 
diskettes sold has doubled since 1988, to the tune 
of $410 million in annual retail sales. 


Computers Plus, originally a distributor of com- 
puter supplies, began recycling diskettes two years 
ago when a client asked for help disposing of a 
warehouse-full of software programs that were 
obsolete — and in a foreign language. The compa- 
ny had been paying a disposal fee to have the 
diskettes carted to a landfill. 


Now Computers Plus recycles and re-sells near- 
ly two million disks a month. 


By early next year, listeners will

Blues center Dale Hawerchuk looked sky- 
ward, tilted back his helmet and exhaled in 
exasperation as he skated away from the Los 


Angeles Kings’ net Tuesday night at Kiel . 


Center. 

About 17 minutes remained in the National 
Hockey League game, a game the Blues would 
lose 1-0. Hawerchuk had just missed a golden 
opportunity to tie the game 1-1. 

With the Blues on a power play and Shayne 
Corson screening goalie Byron Dafoe, Hawer- 
chuk picked the top right corner and shot from 
the right circle. The shot appeared to be dead- 
on, a goal for sure, but the puck hit the crossbar 
and deflected out of play. 

Hawerchuk skated away in frustration, with 
the near-miss symbolic of the Blues’ 
performance. 

The Blues played far better than they had in 
losing the previous three games. The lineup 
shuffling by coach Mike Keenan gave the Blues 
more spark, more enthusiasm and more speed. 
They were right there. 

But, like Hawerchuk in the third period, they 
couldn’t score.

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So, We Meet Again: Neuheisel, 
Smith Square Off As Coaches

COLUMBIA, Mo. — After more than three decades in 
the business, Larry Smith, age 56, has coached against 
sons of people he played with. For that matter, he has 
coached with sons of players he’s coached. 

“And you start saying, ‘Hey, I’m really getting up 
there,’ ”’ said Smith, the University of Missouri football 
coach. 

But to the best of his recollection, Smith has yet to 
clash with a head coach who once was on the field against 
him as a player. That will change Saturday when the 
Tigers play at ninth-ranked Colorado, led by Rick Neuhei- 
sel — who at 34 seemingly went from Pampers to a 
headset. 

“He’s a very bright young coach,” said Smith, whom 
Neuheisel credits with some significant career advice 
given on the golf course. ““He comes.across image-wise as 
a sharp, articulate young guy.” 

And a guy who'd just as soon forget their encounter in 
1983, when Smith’s Arizona team defeated Neuheisel- 
quarterbacked UCLA 27-24 — thanks in part to Neuhei- 
sel outthinking himself on a first and goal inside the 
Arizona 1-yard line. 

“See, now, I was going to try to avoid mentioning 
that,”” Neuheisel said, laughing. “But that is absolutely a 
fact. I did do that. [Arizona’s] home crowd just was too 
loud, and my tight end couldn’t hear it as I was trying to”’ 
change the play at the line of scrimmage. 

Neuheisel, an Arizona native, had already decided on 


UCLA when Smith took over the Arizona program. But 
Smith might have inherited Neuheisel as a walk-on. if 
Arizona hadn’t had a competent passing game when the 
unheralded Neuheisel was considering schools. He made 
UCLA his target, he insists, because the Pac-10 box 
scores in his Sunday paper indicated UCLA couldn’t 
throw the ball. 

After Smith was discharged by Southern Cal after the 
1992 season, he and Neuheisel wound up as golf partners 
several times. Neuheisel, then an assistant at UCLA, 
sought Smith’s advice on how to pursue his coaching 


Career. 


“He is a great golfer, by the way; I wish he’d play a 
little more golf and not coach as much football,’ Smith 
said. “‘At that time . . . he was wanting to know how you 
make moves, when you should make moves, because. I’d 
made some moves as an assistant. He was a guy who was 
always thinking ahead.”’ 

Tiger Talk: Smith would not elaborate on the status: of 
sophomore fullback Ernest Blackwell, whom Smith sus- 
pended indefinitely on Monday for violating unspecified 
team rules. On his weekly statewide radio show Monday, 
though, Smith was alluding to Blackwell when he said, 
“It’s not a matter of trying to get one guy carries to 
satisfy his whims. I refuse to do that.” 

Blackwell, from Eureka, said last week he was dissatis- 
fied with how he was being used. And Antwan Johnson 
and Rhino Janes have moved ahead of him on the depth 
chart the past two games, Smith said, because they have 
graded out better. 


Tepper Encouraged By Illini’s Improved Offense

CHAMPAIGN, Ill. — Despite scoring 26 points in 
Saturday’s victory at Iowa, the Illini offense still ranks 
among the conference’s worst. 

The Illini (4-4 overall and 2-3 in the Big Ten Confer- 
ence) are the only Big Ten team to average fewer than 
300 total yards per game. They rank 10th in passing, 
rushing and scoring offense. 

But Illini coach Lou Tepper believes that his team has 
steadily improved each week and was encouraged by his 
team’s lack of offensive penalties against Iowa. 

Junior fullback Ty Douthard said that the offense has 
made fewer mistakes in practice lately. 

“It’s just everybody feeling comfortable,” Douthard 
said. “It’s kind of weird that it takes this long for us to gel 
like that, but now’s a better time than never.” 

Tepper pointed to tough opposing defenses that stifled 
the early growth of the Illini offense. 

Four of the Illini’s first five opponents currently rank in 
the NCAA’s top 20 in total defense: Arizona (5), Michigan 
(8), Indiana (16) and Oregon (17). In addition, Northwest- 
ern ranks third among Division I-A teams in scoring 
defense. 

“Our offense has gone against some very forceful 
defensive players, particularly early in the year,” Tepper 
said. “Had we been able to open up and gain experience 
against some mere mortal defenses, I think it would have 


benefited us a great deal. But they were shredded Patty 
and lacked confidence.” 

Tepper said that the open weeks after the East Caroli- 
na and Michigan State games have helped the young 
offensive line.

It’s no coincidence that Coach recalled 
every prospect he could locate Sunday. 
They can fill roles at a reduced rate, which 
gives Coach more flexibility to deal. ‘““Ev- 
erything is under control,” Coach said. 
“It takes some time to make the 
adjustments.” 


The Firing Squad: Since last we visited, 
Flames GM Doug Risebrough and Whal- 
ers coach Paul Holmgren got canned. 

Holmgren was inherited by the new 
ownership group and needed spectacular 
results this season to stay around. GM 


Jimmy Rutherford brought in Paul Mau- 
rice — a boy-wonder coach for him in 
junior hockey — and had him waiting in 
the wings along with former Blues aide 
Ted Sator. 

The Whalers roared to a 4-0 start and 
all seemed well in Hartford. But the Whale 
was 1-6-1 in its next eight before rebound- 
ing for a 7-3 victory Tuesday, and that 5-0 
home-ice loss to the Senators doomed 
Holmgren. He tried to crack the whip, and 
the team didn’t respond.

“He is to soccer what Michael Jordan is to basketball,”’ 
Quincy coach Jack MacKenzie said. ‘‘He seems to be able 
to do whatever he wants to do whenever he wants to do

Because of his size (6 feet 2, 190 pounds) and his grit, 
McKeon has been “playing up”’ most of his life. It began in 
the back yard with his older brothers Bill, Mark, Jim and 
Danny.

Wiegert and James last April. 

“T felt one of the biggest areas that 
needed to be upgraded was the offen- 
sive line — the production of the 
offensive line,’’ coach Rich Brooks 
said on April 22, the day the Rams 
drafted Wiegert and James. ‘“These 
are the types of athletes we’re look- 
ing for, and\they’re big men. They 
can run, and they can move. So 
they’re not slugs.” 

Wiegert would contend for the 
starting job at right tackle. James 
would push Wayne Gandy at left tack- 
le. So what happened? 

Wiegert had all but won the right 
tackle job when he suffered the ankle 
injury in the Rams’ exhibition finale 
against San Diego. 

“‘We were just running a little ‘bel- 
ly’ play, and I was blocking [Chris] 
Mims from San Diego,’”’ Wiegert 
said. “I had a pretty good block go- 
‘ing, and a linebacker came up and like 
flipped my leg up. He kicked me right 
in the side of my leg. I got a bruised 
bone from that. My leg swung up, and 
the pile fell on me. 

“It was just a fluke deal. It happens 
100 times in the game. It’s just the 
guy fell on it wrong that time.” 

For the next six weeks, eiasta 
did not practice. 

“He was close to being one of our 
best linemen at the end of presea- 
son,’ Brooks said. “But the injury 
really set him way back, obviously. 
But he’s a real talented guy. He’s 
going to be outstanding.” 

James’ preseason problem wasn’t 
injury — just keeping the defender 
off the quarterback. 

“He had some weaknesses as a 
pass blocker,’”’ Brooks said. ‘‘He 
blocks the run pretty good. Pretty 
well, really. But as a tackle, he was 
quite a ways away from being ready 
to play in terms of pass blocking.” 

During the preseason, the Rams 
moved him to guard, where pass 
blocking is easier in some ways than 
at tackle. Then they moved him to 


center, where he has settled in since 
early in the regular season. 

After some initial disappointment, 
James has accepted his lot. At least 
for this year. He was a four-year 
starter at. Mississippi State, so 
watching has been a new experience. - 

“It’s kind of disappointing to come 
in and be sitting on the bench,” he 
said. ‘“You think you’ re ready to play, 
but you don’t get a chance to go out 
there and prove yourself.” 

He has kept his head in the game, 
even if he never gets in the game. On 


the sidelines, James said, “I’m watch- . 


ing plays, and watching what differ- 
ent people do. ... The guys really 
don’t make fun of you. They really try 
to keep you up in practice and get you 
going.” 

There is some talk of switching 
center Bern Brostek to guard next 
season, so James’ future may be at 
center. Whether it’s at center or 
guard, the Rams think James, 6 feet 
4, 311 pounds, does have a future. 

“I think he’s going to be a very 
good player,’”’ Brooks said. “It’s just 
going to take a little bit longer from a 
technique standpoint. on pass block- 
ing, than it will for a guy like Wiegert. 
Wiegert is already very proficient at 
it.” 

For Wiegert, 6-4, 305, the down 
time because of injury was tough to 
take.

You can safely state that bringing 
fresh oxygen into the body is the lungs’ 
chief function. Of course, in that proc- 
ess, the lungs also release carbon diox- 
ide, a waste product of a multitude of 
chemical reactions going on in the 
body. In such ways, the body maintains — 
its acids in balance. | 

The lungs also take part in other 
less-heralded work, such as blood-pressure regu- 
lation. They do so by converting a substance 
called angiotensin-1 into angiotensin-2, which 
takes part in blood-pressure control. 

A cough, sneeze or sigh will not affect any- 
one’s health. They are protective reactions.

Dear Dr. Donohue: Please print in your news- 
paper column about men and breast cancer. I 
promise to show it to a male friend who has a 
breast lump.

Some men definitely do get breast cancer. 
In 1992, for example, there were 1,000 cases 


of male breast cancer reported in the United 


States. The numbers generally range 
between 600 and 1,000 per year. 
By comparison, the female breast 
cancer figure in that same 1992 
study was about 180,000. 
Relatively speaking, then, the 
numbers for male breast cancer do 
not make it a major threat. But any 
man who notes a strange new breast 
lump certainly should report it. 
A painless, firm lump beneath the 
nipple is the common sign of male 
breast cancer. And, as with women, the chances 
of men developing breast cancer increase with 
age.

However, the real issue is the bullies, and the school 
and: classroom environments that allow this to 
occur. “Worried Mom” should let her son’s 
principal know what is happening. She should 
also ask for a copy of the school’s policy prohib- 
iting sexual, racial and other forms of personal 
harassment. 
The principal should interview the teachers 
and other staff members to determine whether 
‘“‘Mom’s”’ concerns are valid. He or she should 
also talk to the child’s classmates individually 
{and confidentially) to gain insight into why he 
is being mistreated. 
“If the teasing and other forms of harassment 
are confirmed, then the principal must give the offending 
students a clear message that their behavior will not be 
‘tolerated. They must also be advised of the consequences 
should their behavior continue. 
Parents, speak up and work with your school’s adminis- 
trators to stop this!

‘Children are entitled to courteous and respectful treat- 


ment. Wedo not lose our entitlement to decent treatment 
because of social clumsiness. Children who engage in peer 
abuse are the ones lacking in good social skills. They show 
a basic incivility and disrespect for others. 

A hostile atmosphere interferes with learning. It is the 
responsibility of educators to create an accepting and 
respectful environment so that all children are able to 

learn. Children who behave abusively should 

receive counseling, and teachers and princi- 

pals must make it clear that such behavior will 

not be tolerated. Children who continue to 

abuse their classmates should be suspended. 

No one has the right to interfere with the 
education of another. |

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saved On Film 


Rare movie shows 1927 nightmare

MASHED cars, crumpled brick 
Sweudin gs and dazed survivors — 
thesesare some of the scenes in a rare 
silent film of the aftermath of a 


tornado that devastated St. Louis in 
1927. 


St. Louis photographer Robert 
ed the movie. Bruce 
Martin, a motion picture engineer, 
recently dusted off a copy of the film 
Kroll gave him four decades ago. 


“Tt’s a piece of St. Louis history,” 
said Martin, who acquired the film as 
a teen-ager and recently pulled it out 
of storage to take a look. 

The filming took place the day 
after a tornado struck on Sept. 29 in 
the southwest portion of the city, 
leavitig a path of destruction from the 
city‘timits south of Manchester Road 
through the Central West End, 
across North Grand Avenue to the 
Mississippi River at the McKinley 
Bridge. 

The tornado was the second-most 
destructive storm in the city’s 
histery — the worst was in 1896. 
The.1927 twister killed 76 people 
and destroyed six square miles of the 
city. It injured 1,500 and left many 
more homeless. 


Mattin, 55, remembers the day in 
1954 when Kroll gave him the film. 
Martin had accompanied his father on 
a business visit to Kroll’s studio. 


“T asked him if he had any old films 
he could part with,’’ Martin said. 
-“We'went down to his basement, and 
he opened one can that held the 
positive. 
“It was powder. 


“Then he said, ‘Hold your breath,’ 
and he opened the can with the 
negative. It was still intact. He said, 
‘Someday this will be valuable.’ ’’ 


The 35-mm negative of the film 
shows scenes of devastation that 
Kroll and his crew shot the day after 
the tornado. The film is about 1,000 


feet long and runs about 23 minutes. 
Kroll told Martin that it was the 
only film made of the tornado’s 
aftermath. Fox Movietone News, one 
of the popular weekly newsreels of 
current events shown in movie 
theaters decades ago, featured a shot 
of the tornado moving through town. 


Martin recently realized that the 
film might be useful to someone for 
its educational and historic value. 

The film’s images are “‘still razor 
sharp,” Martin said. ‘Some footage 
has arrived at the first stages of 
deterioration, but most of the film is 
still intact.”’ 


He’s trying to find a buyer. He 
wants to ensure that the film is kept 
safely as a St. Louis historic treasure. 

“I'd hate to see this film 
decompose for nothing,’ he said.

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It’s Baack: Old-Fashioned Streaking At Mizzou 


AN OLD SPORT is taking off at 
my school again: Streaking is 
back ‘at Mizzou. 


Students are getting their butts 
kicked for running around naked, just 
like the boomers did 20 years ago. 
The only difference is the 
old ‘streakers had more 
har»=— but not where it 
counted. 


The AP reported the 
latest incident of on-cam- 
pus “shedding: “Sigma Chi 
is On probation through 
the end of the semester 
for tying a member naked 
to a light pole in the mid- 
dle-of campus. .. .” 

I’m’ pretty sure the AP means a 
member of the fraternity, because 
the rest of the sentence says ‘‘and 
throwing garbage at him.” 


There’s more: ‘Another fraternity 


was laced on probation this fall for 
streaking, and a third is being investi- 
gated after police caught pledges 
running naked Wednesday night 
across‘campus. ...” 


I'fiope students understand you 
dofi't have to join a fraternity to go 
streaking. When you run in the buff 
you join a long tradition. Let me give 
you a brief history: 


Streaking started about 1974, un- 
less you count Lady Godiva. 


There was a reason why streaking 
was big then. Clothes were ugly. We 
wore a lot of bellbottoms, polyester 
and other icky stuff, and were eager 
to take them off for any excuse. 


Who streaks? A psychology profes- 
sor at the University of South Caroli- 
na uncovered this information in 
1974: 


Female streakers “tended to be 
small, 5 feet 3 inches and 117 
pounds,” the prof declared. 


The average unclad lad, besides 
being nude, was “a tall Protestant 
male weighing 170 pounds with a B 
grade average ... dated regularly, 
came from a town with a population 
less than 50,000 and a family where 


the father is a business or profession- 
al man and the mother is a 
housewife.”’ 


So much for family values. A tradi- 
tional two-parent home yielded one 
naked kid. 

During the ’70s streak- 
ing fad, my school out- 
stripped most colleges. 
Mizzou ranked in the top 
10 for student divestiture. 


In March 1974, Mizzou 
had a “‘mass streak by 
more than 600 nude stu- 
dents. They paraded past 
the campus’s Ionic col- 
umns as an estimated 


1,500 students watched 
and cheered.” 


That must have been the dress 
rehearsal. 


Mizzou had another distinction: 
That same month, an engineering 
student, who would probably not 
want his name in the paper today 
with this achievement, “became the 
first streaker there to run afoul of the 
law. He was arrested by campus se- 
curity police about 11 a.m. wearing a 
stocking cap, sunglasses and sneak- 
ers and sitting in an automobile.”’ 


A nude bike rider got away on foot 
— but the police did apprehend his 
10-speed. 


The Post-Dispatch did those sto- 
ries, too. We covered streaking in- 
depth. 


Some St. Louis schools were 
streaking leaders. Wash U. streakers 
weren't as big as Mizzou’s, but they 
were enthusiastic. 


“At Washington University, about - 


400 students gathered in the dormi- 
tory area to witness about 30 male 
streakers run through the parking 
lot. Some of them ran about 11 p.m. 
as residents of Shepley Hall, a high- 
rise dormitory, squirted fire hoses at 
the streakers,’’ the Post-Dispatch 
said. 

Wash U. and St. Louis U. students 
had what I guess you would call a 
joint streak of St. Louis police head- 


quarters, also in March 1974. 


The paper said, ‘‘About 50 male 
streakers sprinted by about midnight 
last night. Apparently confident that 
police would ignore the latest campus 
rage, the 50 streakers raced east on 
Clark, south on Twelfth Boulevard 
and then backtracked to Clark, where 
they jumped into several automobiles 
waiting to take them away. There 
were no arrests.” 


Twelfth Boulevard has been 
changed to Tucker. Many of the 
streakers have changed, too. 


A police officer, who had been ex- 
posed to rioting and protesting stu- 
dents, stated baldly: “‘I can remem- 
ber a year or two ago they were 
standing outside yelling nasty things 
at us. This is a little bit better than 
that, I guess.” 


Police in Alton devised a cruel pun- 
ishment for streaking. They turned 
underage streakers over to their par- 
ents. 


At Parks College, some spoilsport 
called the Cahokia police at 11:40 


one March night. The police found 
100 students in the buff. 


The officer told reporters: “I 
didn’t know if they were playing 
touch football or tag. When I shined 
the hght on them, they dispersed.” 


A school spokesman said the case 
was clothed: “I think this will be a 
short fad. It doesn’t strike me as 
having the depth of a panty raid.” 


No one was arrested. What would 
you charge them with — inadequate 
exposure?

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‘Pooh’: Still 
Childhood Friend 


OME people have a special way of reading the Bible — a 

chapter a day, and when you reach the end, you start all 
over again. 

For about three years, that was how I read the A. A. Milne 
classics “Winnie-the-Pooh” and “The House at Pooh Cor- 
ner.” 

It was my idea only the first time. 

Naturally, I was happy that my daughter, who was probably 
about 2% when our Pooh cycle started, liked the books so 
much. In fact, she liked them to the exclusion of just about 
everything else. Oh, we could read other books — Made- 
leine, Babar, you name it — just as long as we got in our 
nightly Pooh. No Pooh, no sleep. From a 3-year-old, it’s a 
very convincing argument. 

My daughter is 12 now, and Pooh is 

70. The first chapter ‘‘Winnie-the- 
Pooh”’ was published in 1925 in a Lon- 
don newspaper. Milne made up the sto- 
ries about his own son, Christopher 
Robin, the little boy’s favorite stuffed 
bear, and his other toys. 

Today,-we know and cherish them all: 
smart and competent Christopher Rob- 
in, anxious Piglet, grouchy Eeyore, 
boistrous Tigger, and of course, the 
silly old bear himself, Pooh. 

They have made their ence in 
hundreds of editions, published in over 30 languages. Many of 
these editions are on display, along with a huge, colorful 
version of the Hundred Acre Woods that youngsters can 
explore for themselves, at the nation’s biggest Pooh party, a 
70th-anniversary celebration at the Children’s Museum of 
Manhattan. 

The exhibit, which continues until March, also features lots 
of collectibles. 

Pooh-abilia has around for decades. Since Disney got into 
the act in 1966, with its first Pooh cartoon, the volume has 
been amazing. You could cuddle up on Pooh sheets, wearing a 
Pooh sweatshirt decorated with a Pooh pin, clutching your 
stuffed Pooh, the air scented by your Pooh potpourri jar. 

As Kenny Loggins croons “House at Pooh Corner,” you 
could turn on your Pooh lamp to read yourself to sleep with 
“The Tao of Pooh’’ or ‘‘Pooh’s Little Instruction Book.” 

Or, you could get back to basics. Wherever I go, there’s 
always Pooh/There’s always Pooh and me. . . 

I felt that way myself for a while — and more to the point, 
so did my daughter. 

Phyllis A. Wilkinson thinks she knows why. An authority on 
children’s literature who teaches at Webster University, 
Wilkinson says that Milne’s Pooh stories contain the ele-

The Do’s And Don’ts Of Backpacks: 


Make sure it fits, 
that it’s sturdy 
but lightweight

VERSTUFFED backpacks are 
fashion statements for students 

from kindergarten through college. 

They all hold books, notebooks and 

pencils — and they don’t stop there. 

The latest designs are bigger than 
ever, with compartments for bike 
helmets, personal computers, 
calculators and other necessities of 
modern life. 

But parents worry about back pain and 
other orthopedic problems. 

If you follow simple tips, orthopedic 
specialists say, there is little cause for 
concern. 

First, make sure that the backpack 
your child carries fits him or her. ‘‘Don’t 
get a backpack that’s too big for the 
kid,’”’ says Dr. Mauro Giordani, an 
orthopedic surgeon in Pasadena, Calif. It 
should also be lightweight and sturdy. 

Other plusses: padded backs and 
straps, and curved straps designed to 
follow body contours. Some packs have 
waist belts designed to stabilize the load. 
“You want to have padded straps to 
avoid pressure on the axillary [armpit 
area] nerve,”’ says Dr. Vernon Tolo, 
chief of orthopedics at Children’s 
Hospital Los Angeles. 

Here’s some advice on loading up: The 
proper maximum weight for backpacks 
varies from child to child because of the 
wide range in users’ sizes and ages, 
Giordani says. 

- But if a child cannot pick up the loaded 
pack easily with one hand, it probably 
weighs too much. 

Students “‘can carry quite a bit of 
weight quite safely because it is close to 
the body,’ Tolo said. ““The closer to the 
body, the less strain.” 

(Outdoor adult backpackers aim to 
carry no more than one-third of their 
body weight, says Jim Gorman, senior 
editor of Backpacker magazine. 
“Otherwise you are over-packing.’’ But 
he notes that school backpacks are 
generally not as sturdy as outdoor 
models, and the designs vary. So the

one-third rule is probably too generous 
for school backpacks — and is not 
feasible for young children.) 

And there are some caveats. Excess 
weight in the pack can lead to shoulder 
and neck pain, symptoms that parents 
should be aware of, Giordani says. 

And, no matter how heavy or light, the 


weight in the pack should be distributed 
as equally as possible. ‘It’s important to 
balance the load,” Tolo advises. If the 
load is very heavy and unbalanced, it 
could lead to low back pain, he says, 
because the body will shift into unnatural 
postures to compensate. 

Wearing comfortable shoes can help

prevent orthopedic problems, too, says 
Giordani. He discourages the wearing of 
high-heeled shoes while carrying a 
backpack. 

Whatever the backpack load, cinching 
the shoulder straps too tightly should be 
avoided because it can reduce blood 
circulation to the arms or push on 
nerves, leading to temporary numbness 
in the arms, Giordani says. 

The one-shoulder carry, while 
fashionable, isn’t ideal in orthopedists’ 
eyes. 

“If a backpack is not too loaded down, 
it’s not a big deal,’’ Giordani says. “But if 
it is weighted down, put on one shoulder 
and then catawampus across the back, 
trapezius muscle pain could result.”’ 

The large trapezius muscle helps draw 
the head to one side or backward, among 
other functions. 

Students who already have low-back 
pain are better off carrying a book bag, 
Giordani says.

@ Use padded straps to avoid pressure 
on the axillary nerve. 

®@ Make shoulder straps loose to prevent 
pinching of nerves in the arms and 
reduced blood circulation.

How To Survive 


In Toddler Hell 


These tips can make life tolerable

ODDLERS can be challenging. 

Their unbending demands, endless 
curiosity, unreasonable desires and 
lightning-quick hands and feet often 
leave parents in despair over how best to 
manage their tots. 

Statistics support the high levels of 
frustration moms and dads experience 
rearing very young children. Studies 
show that 2-, 3- and 4-year-olds are at 
the greater risk of being abused by their 
parents than children of any other age. 

Here are some suggestions for 
minimizing the stresses associated with 
raising toddlers: 

@ Create a tot-friendly environment. 
Decrease the potential for danger by 
latching off-limit cupboards, barricading 
staircases and keeping poisons and 
chemicals out of reach. Reduce 
children’s frustrations by making 
adaptations for pint-size bodies. For 
example, have a step-stool in the 
bathroom so tiny hands can be washed 
without assistance, and hang clothing on 
easily reachable pegs. 

® Keep distracting household items 
out of reach. Set valuable vases and 
fragile keepsakes on high shelves until 
toddlers are older. Eager hands won’t be 
as tempted, and you'll be more relaxed. 
Don’t worry — they'll still learn what 
the word “no” means. You can’t 
eliminate all attractive nuisances, but 
you can keep them to a manageable 
number. 

@ Be available to back up your 
requests. Toddlers often lack the self- 
control to follow parents’ commands. 
They understand what you tell them but 
can’t stop themselves from doing it. It’s 
sometimes necessary, therefore, to back 
statements up with action. 


For instance, Phyllis needed to 
physically carry 3-year-old William to 
the car because he refused to follow her 
directions to climb in. 

® Keep expectations realistic. 
Toddlers are still very young people. 
They cannot be expected to sit still 
during long meals in restaurants, 
recognize the dangers of cars or 
understand the importance of their 
parents’ jobs. Parents who project 
unrealistic levels of knowledge and 
understanding onto their toddlers 
become frustrated and angry when the 
youngsters can’t live up to their 
demands. 


® Avoid confrontations. Don’t 
struggle over issues that are 
unimportant, such as what clothes your 
daughter wears to the baby-sitter’s, or 
whether your son sleeps with a:night 
light on in his room. Instead, save 
yourself for the important matters, such 
as not hitting a sibling or staying in a car 
seat. This doesn’t mean you are a 
pushover; rather, it means you outsmart 
your toddler whenever you can.

“I don’t think I have anything to be 
ashamed of,” says Angela.

policies, check dealers’ service re- 
cords and consider the pros and cons 
of leasing vs. buying. 

“Don’t make an impulse decision,” 
says John Flotron, a trade practice 
consultant for the Better Business 
Bureau in St. Louis. “And beware of 
‘as is.’ If you purchase a car ‘as is’ and 
drive it off the lot, that baby is yours, 
problems and all.” 

Most of the car-purchasing com- 
plaints filed with the BBB pertain to 
mechanical problems after the pur- 
chase. Sometimes, people claim they 
were misled with a bogus warranty. 

Angela Baker, an 18-year-old se- 
nior at Hazelwood West High School, 
thought the warranty on her used 
convertible would cover all immedi- 
ate répairs. Though the dealer fixed 
the air conditioning (which stopped 
the day Baker bought the car) and the 
fan ‘(which broke two weeks later), 
she is left with “‘the struts, the 
shocks and the muffler. And the en- 
gine makes noises and leaks.” 


Meyers should be careful, Baker 
advises, when she eventually buys 
her car. ‘Don’t go by yourself, and 
don’t buy it for the way it the looks,” 
he says. 

Insurance costs are another reason 
to avoid buying based strictly on 
looks. According to Mike Thurman, a 
SAFECO agent for Bene’-Kelly In- 
surance, young buyers tend to forget 
that insurance rates vary from car to 
car. 

“Sports cars and high-perfor- 
mance cars are higher,” Thurman 
says. 

As if rates for teen-agers aren’t 
high enough. 

If a teen-age boy is added as a part- 
time driver to one parent’s car, the 
rates for that car may double, Thur- 
man says. If the boy is the primary 
driver, the rates can triple. 

“It’s less for girls, almost half as 
much,” he added. ‘‘But the gap is 
closing. They are becoming just as 
much a risk, and their rates are get- 
ting higher.”

average of 3.0 or higher qualify. A 
good driving record also keeps costs 
down.

ANIMAL DOCTOR

Dear Dr. Fox: My cat stays in- 
doors, but she catches fleas from my 
dog who goes outside. What can I do 
about this? 


Your dog will certainly bring fleas 
home from outdoors, so dab some of 
Avon’s Skin So Soft or oil of citronella 
on his coat as a flea repellent just 
before he goes out.

producer Dick Wolf invited 
Benjamin Bratt to replace cast mem-

“He called it a no-brainer,” said 
Bratt, the newest member of NBC’s 
long-running legal-cop show. 

The black-haired Bratt, 31, was a 
lead in Wolf's ‘‘Nasty Boys’’ series in 
1990. Two years before that, he 
made ‘“‘Knightwatch.’’ Both were 
hour-long crime shows, and both 
were quickly killed. 

“I think after ‘Nasty Boys’ I sort of 
gave up on TV and concentrated on 
feature work,” said Bratt; who had 
roles in “The River Wild,” ‘Clear 
and Present Danger” and “‘Demoli- 
tion Man.” 

“That’s the area I wanted to con- 
centrate on in particular because of 
the artistic freedom accorded the ac- 
tor in films.”’

Indeed, Bratt’s character is quick 
to chase down a suspect or get rough 
in an interrogation room. Curtis is a 
conservative father of three with a 
dark temper, and contrasts starkly 
with his predecessor, Noth’s Mike 

gan. 

“I think one thing the cast change 
brought about was some new vitali- 
ty,” Bratt admitted. 

Now, we watch as Jerry Orbach’s 
Lennie Briscoe bristles over his much 
younger partner. 

“‘What’s great about these differ- 
ences is that you have a clear case of 
the archetypes. The grizzled old vet 
whose experience is on the street, a 
person who relies on his instincts and 
his perceptions of people; whereas 
Rey might not have as much experi- 
ence on the street. He did not come 
from being a beat cop — he was in 
fact recruited. He’s green at reading 
people.” 

But he’s colleg2-educated and 
technologically savvy, freely leaping 
on to the Internet to solve a biker-bar 
murder, causing further suspicion on 
the part of the cynical Briscoe. 

“I think that in time they will grow 
to first of all respect each other, if 
that’s not there already. ...”’

And he wants to make the world a 
better place for his children, which is 
a big reason why he is a police officer, 
Bratt believes. 

Although the actor is only half- 
Peruvian, his father’s German-Amer- 
ican blood is obviously overwhelmed. 
But his Latin looks make him perfect 
to play the Spanish-speaking Curtis, 
and in case his on-screen accent isn’t 
up to snuff, Bratt’s mother is sure fo 
correct him. : 

‘My mom’s life story would make 
a fascinating film,’’ he said. ‘She 
moved to this country when she ‘was 
14 years old, under the guardiansi§p 
of her grandmother, who was a qo- 
mestic worker for a wealthy San 
Francisco family. She asked if she 
could bring my mother along. TWo 
years after she arrived in San Frdn- 
cisco, my mother’s grandmother 
passed away.” : 

The family basically adopted her, 
paying her way through private 
schools to a nursing degree. 

“She met my father at a nursing- 
school dance. She has seen so much. 
She grew up in a dirt-floor shack in 
Peru. They had five children. After 
the divorce, my mom raised the five 
children. It was then that she became 
involved in the Indian-activist 
movement.”’ 

Bratt said she had become very 
influenced by the suggestion that In- 
dians of all nationalities are stronger 
banded together. That led Bratt’s 
mother to take the children to live on 
Alcatraz Island, site of the abandoned 
federal prison. 

Bratt explained: “‘Until early 69, it 
was unoccupied. They [Indian activ- 
ists] went ahead and took it over and 
occupied the island for almost a year 
and a half. For a period of about nine 
months, we lived on the island. I was 
about 5 or 6 years old. It was a great 
way to grow up, crabbing on the 
shores.” 

Bratt largely credits his mother for 
his success. 

“My mom is the proudest mom on 
the earth. She’s always supported 
her children in whatever they do.” 

And since Bratt’s debut on “Law & 
Order,”’ she’s been getting calls from 
people with whom she had lost touch. 

“The thing that was always handed 
down to us, is that if you work hard, 
there is no way you can fail.” Ms

The new Acura 3.2TL, an upscale replacement for 
the Vigor, has joined its sister car, the 2.5TL in 
Acura showrooms. 

Compared to the sportier 2.5TL, which began 
arriving in.stores last April, the 3.2 boasts more 
luxury appointments and a more powerful engine. 

The 2.5TL, which bases at $29,950, is powered by 
a 176-horsepower inline 5 that, while refined, is 
essentially carried over from the Vigor. The 3.2TL, 
with a base price of $35,500, gets the Legend’s 200- 
horsepower V-6. 

Visually the cars are hard to tell apart. The 3.2’s 
grille is vertical while the 2.5’s is horizontal, the 
front bumpers are sightly different and the wheels 
are tailored to each car.

Collector Expects 


Howell Calls On 
Higher Tax Bills

Barbara Walker, St. Charles County’s col- 
lector of revenue, is expecting an unusually 
high number of telephone calls from property 
owners in the Francis Howell School District 
when tax bills are mailed from her office next 
week. 

Walker says that tax bills sent to Francis 
Howell property owners will reflect a 54-cent 
increase in the school district’s tax rate, 
already the highest in the county, as a result 
of the voters’ approval in April of the waiver 
of a rollback in the property tax. 

“Some people didn’t realize what they 
were voting on,” Walker said. 

As a result of the district’s increase in 
sales-tax revenue, school officials were au- 
thorized by state law to reduce the school 
district’s tax rate by 54 cents for each $100 
of assessed value. But the law also provides 
that school officials may ask voters to waive 
the tax reduction and, in effect, voluntarily 
raise their taxes. 

Voters approved the waiver 5,185 to 

For the owner of a house worth $100,000 
in Francis Howell, the tax waiver will result 
this year in an additional $102.60 on the tax 
bill. 

Bracing for inquiries from the district’s 
taxpayers, Walker said, “‘People will say that 
their taxes went up, and we'll have to explain 
that even though their assessed valuation 
didn’t go up because they live in the same 
house and drive the same car, the tax rate 
went up because of the vote to waive a 
rollback.”’ 


She added, “Once we explain it to people, 
they won’t be happy but they’ll understand 
and won't go off saying we’re raising taxes on 
them.”’ 

Walker speculated that many of the callers 
might not have voted on the tax waiver in the 
April election. 

Francis Howell’s tax rate this year is $5.18 
for each $100 of assessed value. Fort Zum-. 
walt has a tax rate of $4.10; Wentzville, 
$4.03; St. Charles, $4.02; Orchard Farm, 
$3.78; and Augusta in the Washington School 
District, $3.56. 

Walker’s office will be mailing a total of 
more than 196,000 real-estate and personal- 
property tax bills to property owners. 

Most property owners will get their bills in 
the mail sometime next week. But tax bills 
already have been sent to some loan compa- 
nies and-to residents who own more than one 
real-estate parcel. 

Owners who have a mortgage on their 
property probably have been paying toward 
their tax bill all year long since most lenders 
collect tax and insurance charges along with 
principal and interest each month and put the 
money into an escrow account. Walker ad- 
vised owners who have a question about their 
tax obligation to call their mortgage 
companies. 

The number of tax bills mailed this year is 
about 4,000 more than last year, Walker 
says. “We just keep growing. The subdivi- 
sions keep splitting. What used to be one tax 
bill for 50 acres now may be 100 tax bills 
where a subdivision has grown up.” 

And that’s just part of the growth, she

A member of the Fort Zumwalt School 
Board says two fellow board members and 
members of the Fort Zumwalt Education As- 
sociation needlessly stirred up residents of 
the district by filing an ethics claim based on 
false information. 

Ron Entwistle, the board member, says 
Doyle Stokes knew the circumstances in the 
board’s approving a contract with HBD Con- 
tracting Inc. Entwistle is vice president of the 
company. The Missouri Ethics Commission 
recently cleared the board of wrongdoing, 
Entwistle says. 

“Mr. Stokes has wasted taxpayers’ money 
to investigate his false allegations,’ Entwis- 
tle said. “I would have hoped that he would 
have been more responsible to the communi- 
ty that he is serving.” _ 

The Ethics Commission voted Oct. 21 to 
take no further action on a complaint filed by 
Stokes, Entwistle says. A spokesman for the 
Ethics Commission would not comment on 
the issue Tuesday. 

The board awarded a $7.4 million bid to 
HBD Contractors Inc. to. build DuBray Mid- 
dle School. HBD was the lowest complete bid, 
board minutes show. Entwistle says the min- 
utes show he excused himself from all board 
discussions and did not vote on the issue. He 


Stokes, Robert Fisher and some 
members of the Fort Zumwalt Educa- 
tion Association must be held account- 
able for their actions, Entwistle says. . 

‘“‘They cast a shadow on the entire 
board,” Entwistle said. ‘““Their purpose 
was to create controversy in the 
community.” 

Stokes says he filed the complaint 
not on a legal issue but because of 
concern for ethics.

“That’s how I still feel about it. I won’t 
support something like that.

Although Stokes was absent for the 
vote, he approved minutes of the meet- 
ing. Later, he says, he learned that 
Entwistle worked for HBD. 

Entwistle said Stokes must have 
known the connection before the con- 
tract was awarded. Entwistle sought a 
legal opinion from the district’s lawyer 
about whether HBD should bid the pro- 
ject. The lawyer said the district would 
be legally clear but that someone might

says. “It kind of follows that the more 

people who move in will also increase 
the number of personal-property tax 
bills.” .

question the issue. Entwistle says he 
made it clear about HBD and that 
Stokes attacked his reputation. 

In his written statement, Entwistle 
says Stokes lied to file the complaint 
by saying that HBD was not the low 
bid. He says Stokes and Fisher 
sought public attention and not the 
improvement of the school district. 
Entwistle demanded an apology. 

Stokes said at the meeting that he 
would not apologize. Tuesday, he said 
he did not lie because another bid 
came in at the same amount as HBD. 
The issue was which of the two bids 


was more complete. 

“I am there for the education of 
the kids,” Stokes said. “I am not 
there for personal gain.” 

Nancy Bérgfeld, president of the 
Fort Zumwalt Education Association, 
said she was angry that Entwistle 
was pulling the association’s mem- 
bers into the fray. Members mailed 
fliers for Robert Fisher’s campaign 
for the board. Entwistle objected to 
the fliers because they contained a 
reprint of a St. Charles Post article 
about Stokes filing an ethics 
complaint. 

“T am concerned that (Entwistle) 
pinpointed the association,’ Bergfeld 
said. “We endorsed (Fisher). It was a 
reprint from a Post article. I don’t 
see where the defamation comes in.”

Arts Center. Shook had guided the 
board to consider a theater and arts 
center, Barklage said. The county 
needed a highly acoustical building 
that could serve for meetings as well 
as cultural events. 

The dedication seemed a natural 
extension of Shook’s vision, Barklage 
added. 

‘“‘We wanted to honor Don for the 
fine job he has done,”’ Barklage said. 
“Without Don, we'd be halfway as far 
as we are now. He has shown great 
leadership. Don had to cover a lot of 
issues — selecting a team of adminis- 
trators, finding a location, buying 


land, building a campus and at the 
same time developing a program. 
Don worried about the human factor 
as well as the bricks and mortar.’’ 

Trustees also honored other col- 
lege leaders. Trustees made a special 
presentation to Paul and Helen 
Schnare for their work in developing 
a community college. Helen Schnare 
headed a panel that earned approval 
from the state to allow St. Charles 
County residents a chance to vote on 
developing a community college.

Shook’s Contributions 
In Education Beyond

St. Charles Community College 
trustees have acknowledged Presi- 
dent Donald Shook’s contributions to 
the school by naming a new fine arts 
building after him. 

The center is the first campus 
building to carry the name of a col- 
lege leader. 

“‘We owe a lot to Don,” said Daniel 
K. Barklage, president of the Board 
of Trustees. 

The fine arts center includes a 
407-seat theater. Trustees on Sun- 
day dedicated the center plus a build- 
ing for continuing education and 
classrooms. The two facilities opened 
for students this fall. 

Shook’s mark extends beyond St. 
Charles County. He helped shape two 
other community colleges and 
worked as dean at a fourth. He previ- 


- ously was a public-school superinten- 


dent and a speech and debate teach- 
er. Last year, Shook was honored for 
30 years of service. to community 
colleges. 

“Don has always been active in the 
arts,’ Barklage said. “‘He started off 
his education with an artistic lean. 
This seemed a perfect.”’ 

Shook was hired as president of St. 
Charles Community College in the 
fall of 1986 when the community col- 
lege existed on paper, governed by a 
six-member board of trustees. After 
nine months as president, Shook 
opened classes in former stores, in 
unused rooms of a private two-year 
college and in rented space at public 
schools. 

In winter of 1992, a campus 
opened with a classroom and adminis- 
tration building, a library, the ground 
floor of a student center and a cam- 
pus services building. The second 
floor of the student center has been 
completed and is used for 
classrooms. 

This fall, two new buildings 
opened. A child-care center is under 
construction. 

Shook focused on community col- 
leges from the time he earned his 
doctorate in school administration in 
1962. 

“In 1961, the state had made it 
possible for junior college districts to 
be formed,’’ Shook said. “A lot had 
been written about junior colleges. It 
was rather obvious that there was 
some opportunity there.”’ 

He first accepted a position as dean 
of Flat River Junior College. Two 
years later, he was asked to serve as 
president of Crowder College in 
southwest Missouri, the area of-his 
childhood. 

But Shook, like Thomas Wolfe, 
found it difficult to go home again. He 
had stepped in after the abrupt resig- 
nation of the college’s first president. 


That first president had picked the |e 


administrative team and brought in 
many colleagues from New Mexico. 
“‘Not many of the deans were from 


Missouri. All at once, the man who |s 
hired them wasn’t there,”’ Shook |§ 


said. Shook started the job July 1 and 
classes began in September. 

“My chief conclusion was that I 
wanted to start (a community col- 
lege) from the beginning, where I 
could be part of the early planning,” 
Shook said. 

That opportunity came in 1968 
from East Central College in Franklin 
County. He took that school from 
concept to campus. 

Robert Hansen, now chairman of 
the East Central Board, said Shook 
prospered at East Central. 

“In everything he was straightfor-

ward,’ Hansen said. ‘‘He sought 
varying opinions and listened to 
them. Frankly, we hated to see him 
leave.” 

Shook says he finds a thrill in shap- 
ing a college’s direction. : 
“It is exciting, and there is a very 
high level of interest in the project 
when you start out,” he said. “‘You 
have the opportunity to put together 
a team that will work hard to meet 

goals and objectives.” 

The team of deans and many other 
high-ranking staff members Shook 
and trustees selected in 1986 re- 
mains largely in tact. Shook said he 
looked for leaders who shared in the - 
gusto of creating a community 
college. 

Experience has taught him to tap 
the potential in his staff members by . 
making them part of the whole - 
process. 

“‘While the president gets credit 
for what’s accomplished, what the 
president can better do is get other 
people to participate and become a 
part of the project,’’ Shook said. 
“‘We’ve had good boards, good facul- 
ty and good staff.” 

Beginnings don’t last forever. St. 
Charles County Community College 
must mature, he said. 

“I think change is important,” 
Shook said. ‘‘When the district 
reaches a certain point, it is time to 
re-focus. The early years we focused 
on growth. Now it is time to re- 
examine.” 

College leaders are well into that 
process after hiring Louis K. Saur 
and Associates to update the master 
plan that will tie together future 
buildings and programs. 

Shook said the need for a commu- 
nity college would continue. 

“Statistics show that by 2000 only 
15 percent of all jobs will be available 
to people with only a high-school edu- 
cation,” he said. ‘We have made edu- 
cation more accessible.” 
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Tabled: Centerpieces Take Holiday Center Stage

ORE THAN ANY other celebrations, the 
IM rich holidays of fall and winter demand 

that your table be properly dressed for the 
occasions. 

The good linens and dinnerware are usually re- 
served for such festivity. The big question is what 
to put on the center of the holiday table. Most of us 
love flowers but tire of using the same bowl year 
after year, filling it with the standard blooms of the 
season. 

But there’s plenty of room for creativity. Just.as 
you weave any other accessory into the home, think 
about form, color and texture. 

Above all, don’t be afraid to break conventions. 
For example, the table’s centerpiece doesn’t have 
to be placed dead center; it might be placed to one 
side. The heights of objects also can be varied, from 
towering to low-slung. Just be sure not to obstruct 
your guests’ eye contact. 

Don’t shy away from mixing disparate elements. 
Take an ordinary object, such as an iron floor grate. 
Its grid pattern works well as a backdrop for a 
composition of flowers, vegetables or both. 

The grate acts like a frog or florist’s mold to hold 
wired flowers in place. Layer in fresh flowers such 
as pretty lavender roses with ivy, miniature squash, 
turnips and pears. A small container filled with 
water and tucked beneath will keep the flowers 
fresh for a few days. 

If the idea seems too rustic, imagine placing the 


arrangement on a formal damask cloth set with - 


Lenox Autumn china, antique Fostoria and Water- 
ford cut crystal, your grandmother’s sterling flat- 
ware and vintage napkins. A painted wood candle- 
stick offers still another surprising contrast. 

Marion Perry, a Chicago floral shop entrepre- 
neur and designer, first experimented with old 
grates by growing paper-white narcissus bulbs 
through the grid. She liked its open filigree effect. 

“The flowers and/or fruit can be off to one side, 
so one can see the pattern,” she said. “‘I like the 
idea of using color as a common thread — purple 
cabbage, roses, eggplant and turnips, for example.” 

Besides incorporating something old into the 
centerpiece, you might weave in something dear. 
Collections add a personal touch and something to 
talk about. 

Joe Boehm, whose job in part is to design memo- 
rable table settings for Better Homes & Gardens 
each year, paraded a group of nutcrackers of vary- 
ing heights at the table’s center. He pulled them 
together with evergreens, punctuating with fresh 
red roses in florist’s water-filled vials and purple 
dried hydrangeas. 

The nutcrackers and evergreens were set on a 
pretty flower-patterned fabric reminiscent of an old 
Russian shawl. Taking a color cue from the nut- 
crackers, Boehm chose a gold-rimmed, blue-banded 
dinner plate (Athena from Faberge) and a lacy, 
richly bordered salad plate (Renaissance from 
Christian Dior). In place of a napkin, he used a 
fringed hand towel. 

The final magic touch was a small nutcracker tied 
with a slender ribbon, an inventive napkin holder. 

Colorful hand-carved and painted birds may be 
another favorite collection that nests beautifully on 
the table. Group them around an old painted metal 
box brimming with red apples. Further embellish- 
ment might include fall leaves (real ones are ideal, 
but some convincing synthetic ones also are avail- 
able), or an assortment of squash or gourds, which

you can preserve with shellac. 

If you can’t resist adding flowers, try them in 
unexpected receptacles, such as a small hollowed 
out pumpkin or red cabbage. An old paisley shaw! in 
autumn shades is a pretty backdrop. Again, the 
colors and textures set a tone for the selection of 
dinnerware, which might sport a bird pattern to 
weave back into the theme. 

What’s fun about using collections is that they’re 
not expected. That element of surprise is another 
to consider when you decide on a container for 
flowers or fruit. | 

A small picnic hamper, painted to look like a 
faded porch, introduces texture with its basket- 
weave design. Put a container full of flowers in the 
basket; mass it with lacy blooms such as yellow 
meadow flowers (or similar feathery seasonal 
stems), lilies and berries, even cattails, dried 
wheats and grasses. 

Placing the basket on a cloth patterned with 
vegetables in equally muted color hues maintains 
the light touch. Terra-cotta ceramic candlesticks in 
the form of Greek columns, clay pots filled with 
candles, and carved wood pumpkins add romance. A 
simple solid-colored plate teamed with flatware 
with a twig or leafy pattern and unfaceted crystal 
stems might complete the setting. 

Of course, you might wish to be faithful to a 
particular holiday theme. That’s no problem, ei- 
ther. Thanksgiving, Christmas and 


arms are finished in soft French bronze patina, and 
the mahogany-finished wood base supports a 7- 
inch-diameter crystal bowl deeply cut in a graceful 
swag pattern. It’s available from Great City Trad- 
ers for about $428. 

An epergne that’s appealing in design because of 
the flexibility that it offers consists of a pair of 
semicircular pieces made from cast brass. Birds are 
perched on the branch bases. The pieces can be 
arranged to fit around different bowls (up to 12 
inches in size). 

You can change the color, shape and material of 
the containers each time you use the bird bases. 
The cast brass centerpiece branches and candle 
cups are finished in bronze to complement the 
verdigris surface of the birds and leaves. 

The overall height of the piece, available from 
Great City Traders for about $340, is 51 inches. 
(It’s shown with a celadon ribbed bowl, which 
measures 9 inches in diameter and stands 4 inches 
high, also available from the same source for about 
$102.) Familiarity of such pieces is something to 
which traditionalists cling. 

Even artist-designed contemporary dinnerware 
needs to be softened somehow, perhaps with a 
touch of something Mom or Grandma placed loving- 
ly on their tables. 

But whatever look you opt for, consider designer 
Boehm’s suggestions. 


Hanukkah accessories, for example, 
are widely available. . 

One of the newest Thanksgiving 
offerings is a folk-art hand-carved 
and painted turkey and a Pilgrim 
couple from the Winterthur catalog.

You might move 
the pieces to a mantel, side table or 
bookcase for the rest of the season. 

For a starry New Year’s Eve ta- 
ble, Boehm used silver mercury 
balls for fresh rubrum lilies and 
small glass vases for white tulips. 
It’s a good example of how several 
styles of centerpieces may be com- 
bined for a lush effect. Gold stars 
encircle gilt-edged cloth napkins, 
and gold paper stars (the kind that 
you pull off of a card) are scattered 
about the table. Silver and gold bal- 
loons add to the ebullient 
atmosphere. 

Even if you prefer the more tradi- 
tional centerpiece approach, there 
are plenty of classic examples avail- 
able in department stores and mail- 
order catalogs. 

Epergnes (ay-PURNS) are prac- 
tical as well as functional. They’re 
frames with extended arms or 
branches that usually support can- 
dies and holders for flowers, fruits 
or other sweets. 

One such elegant six-arm candle- 
holder stands 12 inches tall. Its

Howell To Face Defending Champ Jeff City Here Tonight

Francis Howell High football coach Tom 
Guenzler would like his players to pay special 
attention to their calenders. 

“We're playing the 1995 Jefferson City 
Jays, not the 1993 or 1994 team,’’ Guenzler

said. “‘Jeff City’s had a history of great foot- 
ball teams and tradition can be a great thing. 
But you don’t want to overdo it. This isn’t a 
game between us and the whole town of 
Jefferson City. 

“It’s a game between two high school foot- 
ball teams, and we're going to do everything 
we can to come out on top.” 

The Vikings (9-1) and the Jays (8-1) will 
square off in the Class 5A sectionals at 7:30 
tonight at Francis Howell. 

Howell, the Gateway Athletic Conference 
champion and the 11th-ranked team in the 
latest Post-Dispatch large-schools poll, is 
making its first-ever state playoff appear- 
ance. Jeff City is the two-time defending 
champion in Class 5A; the Jays are ranked 
fourth in the statewide poll. 

Jeff City, the state’s true football power- 
house, has made 18 playoff appearances since 
1968; the Jays have won nine titles, including 
four of the last five in Class 5A. 

“But that’s all in the past; it doesn’t have 
anything to do with this season,” Guenzler 
said. ‘‘Don’t get me wrong. I have a tremen- 
dous amount of respect for the program that 
Jeff City has built. They’ve had some great 
teams, some great athletes and some great 


success, But none of that should matter when 
we take the field [tonight]. They have a good 
football team, but we have a good football 
team, too. 

“*And if we play hard and play our game, we 
feel like we have a chance to compete with 
the Jays.”’ 

The two teams are similar in a number of 
ways. Both teams play power football, so line 
play, both on offense and on defense, will be a 
key. 

“The game of football is won in the trench- 
es,’ Guenzler said. “Our big guys are going 
to line up against their big guys and the group 
that does the better job is the team that’ll 
come out on top.” 

Howell’s ground game is keyed by junior 
running back Damon Williams, who has 
rushed for nearly 1,750 yards and scored 25 
touchdowns this fall. Sophomore quarterback 
J.V. Williams, senior fullback Pete Eberhardt 
and senior back Jody Ray are the other play- 
ers in the Howell backfield. 

On the line, Howell has been getting out- 
standing play from senior linemen Aaron Ott, 
Tad Hoppe, Jason Gutleber, Nick Schellert, 
Jeremiah Troutman and Bob Brown. The 
tight end is sophomore Scott DeVoto. 


Seniors Jim Spieker and Jeff Curran split 
time at wide receiver while junior Kevin 
Deptula has been solid as the Vikings’ 
placekicker. 

“‘Damon’s obviously a key for us, but he’d 
be the first to tell you that the reason he has 
been so successful this season is the rest of 
the offense,’’ Guenzler said. “These guys 
have done a "ve roid job of blocking this 
season. They’ve provided Damon with some 
running room and he has been able to take 
advantage of that.” 

Defensively, the Vikings have been just as 
solid. Two-way performers include Damon 
Williams at defensive back, Ott at linebacker, 
Hoppe at. defensive tackle and Gutleber at 
defensive end. Senior Ansel Young and junior 
Joshua Brook are the other starters on the 
defensive line while senior Craig Venker, 
junior Mike Sander and junior Matt Hayes 
join Ott in a solid linebacking corps. 

Junior Jason Tokun is at safety while junior 
Steve Behrens plays the other cornerback

Coaches Agree: All- GAC’s Tough To Pick

Selecting an all-league team has never 
been so tough.

JEFFERSON CITY — Three 
county prosecutors issued a joint re- 
port Tuesday absolving House 
Speaker Bob Griffin of criminal 
wrongdoing in his work in behalf of 
clients interested in riverboat gam- 
bling operations in Missouri. 

The prosecutors said they dis- 
agreed with Attorney General Jay 
Nixon’s analysis of the law and the 
evidence of Griffin’s involvement 
with gaming companies. They said 


that although Griffin may have shown 
poor judgment, “‘we find that Grif- 
fin’s conduct does not rise to the level 
of criminal wrongdoing and are 
therefore declining prosecution on 
the allegations made by the attorney 
general.”’ 

The report was signed by Cole 
County Prosecuting Attorney Rich- 
ard G. Callahan, St. Louis County 
Prosecutor Robert P. McCulloch and 
Jackson County Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Claire McCaskill. 

In February, Nixon wrote the 


three prosecutors recommending 
that they bring charges against Grif- 
fin, who is a lawyer. Nixon said Grif- 
fin had violated state laws that pro- 
hibit legislators from working for 
gambling companies. Nixon also al- 


leged that Griffin had illegally used — 


his speaker’s office to help a client 
that was trying to gain a share of a 
riverboat casino. He also said Griffin 
had tried to gain influence by meeting 
with Gaming Commission Chairman 
Robert Wolfson.

WASHINGTON — The House 

voted Tuesday to head off plans by 

the National Park Service to round 

up a herd of wild horses roaming the 

Ozark National Scenic Riverways in 


‘southern Missouri. 


“Wild and free, let them. be,” Rep. 
Bill Emerson, R-Cape Girardeau, 
urged his colleagues moments before 
the unanimous vote. 

The National Park Service has 
been attempting since 1990 to boot 
the horses off the land it manages 
along the Current and Jacks Fork 
rivers. Appeals of that policy have 
been rejected by Interior Secretary 
Bruce Babbitt and by the Supreme 
Court, which cleared the way for the 
Park Service to remove them. 


Spurned by both the administra- 
tion and the courts, supporters of the 
horses sought an act of Congress to 
save them. The vote Tuesday brings 
them halfway to their goal. The Sen- 
ate is likely to approve similar legisla- 
tion later this year. 

Emerson’s bill would ban the Park 
Service from rounding up the horses 
but would assure that they will be 
cared for — at private expense. The 
Missouri Wild Horse League would 
agree to tend to the horses’ medical 
needs and to keep the size of the herd 
at 50 or fewer horses. 

Emerson said the legislation would 
“provide justice, once and for all, for 
our horses.” 

He and other supporters of the 
herd said it has become a tourist

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McNamara Returns To Vietnam 


Asks Leaders To Open 
Archives, Give Reasons 
For Actions During War 


HANOI, Vietnam (AP) — In his 
first trip back since the end of the 
Vietnam War. 20 years ago, Robert 
McNamara arrived Tuesday to ask 
Vietnam to open its archives so all 
sides can learn lessons from the war. 

McNamara, who helped escalate 
the war three decades ago, admitted 
in memoirs published last spring that 
U.S. participation was ‘‘terribly 
wrong.” His current trip to the for- 
mer enemy capital is to propose a 
conference between war-era deci- 
sion-makers from both countries. 


“We're here, obviously, for one . 


reason — to see if Vietnam and the 
United States can draw lessons from

McNamara said.

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Bond Takes 
Bentsen To Task 
On Whitewater

WASHINGTON — Sen. Christopher S. Bond, R-Mo., 
challenged former Treasury Secretary Lloyd Bentsen 
‘Tuesday over Bentsen’s sharing of Whitewdter-related 
depdsitidns with the White House last summer. 

But Sen. Alfonse D’Amato, R-N.Y., chairman of the 
Whitewater committee, later thanked Bentsen for what 
he called his forthtight testimony and said he was ndt to 
blame for what Republicans believe was the improper 
sharing of Whitewater information. 

At issue before the special Senate committee investi- 
gating Whitewater was Bensten’s decision in the summer 
of last year to give then-White House: Counsel Lloyd 
Cutler transcripts of testimony given to the Treasury’s 
inspector general. The inspector general was looking into 


possibly improper contacts between the Treasury De- 


partment and the White House about Whitewater. 

_ Bentsen said that he had decided to turn over the 
transcripts to help Cutler prepare for testimony before 
congressional committees and that nothing was wrong in 
doing so. 

_ Bond said that Cutler “had no right”’ to the information. 

A Resolution Trust Corp. investigator testified that she 
had been shocked by Bentsen’s action. Patricia Black of 
the inspector general’s office at the Treasury Depart- 
ment said the investigators had “adamantly opposed”’ 
giving the White House the sworn testimony because it 
could affect future testimony. 

D’ Amato said Cutler’s possession of the testimony had 
allowed him to-act “‘as a conduit” to brief others in the 
White House who would be testifying before congression- 
al committees. 

‘That is not the function of an independent investiga- 
tion, ’’ D’Amato said. ‘“There is a very real possibility of 
tailoring their testimony and ... I believe that’s exactly 
what took place.” He didn't say what testimony had been 
tailored or who at the White House other than Cutler had 
‘éven seen it. 

Bentsen showed the committee written restrictions 
that prohibited Cutler from sharing the information with 
others in the White House. An attorney for one White 
‘House aide saw a summary of testimony, and that aide did 
not appear before the committees. 

Bentsen said the inspector general’s investigation was 
complete when the documents were turned over and so 
could not have been compromised. 

*‘Another committee member, Sen. Paul Simon, D-Ill,

NAHA, Japan (AP) — The three U.S. 
servicemen spotted the 12-year-old 
schoolgirl as she stood outside a stationery 
store where she had gone to buy a 
notebook. 

According to prosecutors, the men 
grabbed her, shoved her into a car and 
bound her with tape that they had bought, 
along with condoms, at a grocery ona U.S. 
air base. Then, they drove her down a 
lonely road lined with fields of sugar cane. 

Navy Seaman Marcus D. Gill calmly 
confessed Tuesday to raping the girl — a 
crime that has damaged America’s securi- 
ty ties with its most important Pacific ally. 
Marine Pfcs. Rodrico Harp and Kendrick 
Ledet admitted to helping him. 

The rape has prompted an outpouring of 


anger on Okinawa, where more than 


26,000 U.S. troops, including the largest 


_ contingent of Marines outside of the Uni- 


ted States, are stationed. 

The uproar showed little sign of abating 
Tuesday as dozens of reporters and Okina- 
wans filled Naha District Court chamber 
No. 201 for the opening of the trial. 

Prosecutors gave a graphic account of 
the crime, saying it began on the after- 
noon of Sept. 4 when Gill, Harp and Ledet 
were out cruising in a rented car. The rape 
was Gill’s idea, prosecutors said. 

First the three men drove to a grocery 
on the U.S. air base, where they bought 
condoms and electrician’s tape. Next they 
went to a nearby town in search of a 
victim, prosecutors said. 

That search ended about 8 p.m., whena 
12-year-old girl stepped out of a neighbor- 
hood stationery store where she had gone 
to buy a notebook for school. 

While Gill waited in the car, the prose- 
cutors said, Harp approached her as

(AP) — A man has 
been convicted of murdering a marina 
guard during an interstate crime rampage 
that stretched from Ohio through Miss- 
ouri to New Mexico.

The defendant, Lewis Eugene Gilbert, 
24, of Newcomerstown, Ohio, was con-

homa City. Prosecutors are seeking the 
death penalty, and hearings on that phase 
began Tuesday.

disappearance from Newcomerstown of 
Ruth Loader, who is presumed dead.

He intends to serve out Rabin’s term, 
until November 1996, said Uri Dromi, a government 
spokesman. Dromi said he expected President Ezer Weiz- 
man to ask Peres to form a new government after the 
mourning.ends Sunday. 

Analysts had said that Peres could strengthen his hand 
by giving Rabin’s Defense Ministry portfolio to Interior 
Minister Ehud Barak, a former military chief of staff who 
shared’ Rabin’s political and military philosophies. Israel 
television reported Tuesday that. Peres had appointed 
Barak defense minister and had given his own Foreign 
Ministry portfolio to Economics Minister Yossi Beilin, 
one of the architects of Israel’s peace with the Palestine 
Liberation Organization. 

On Tuesday, Israel, stunned by its first assassination, 
found it difficult to let go of Rabin, and many Israelis felt a 
need to share their pain. At the site of the peace rally in 
Tel Aviv where Rabin was shot Saturday night, a crowd 
formed a large circle around a sea of memorial candles on 
the pavement and softly sang the national anthem, ‘“Ha- 
tikva’’ (The Hope). 

At the Mount Herzl cemetery where Rabin was buried, 
a group of friends huddled so that the wind would not blow 
out a white candle lit in tribute to the slain leader. 

But as the nation mourned, Israeli politicians argued 
fiercely on radio and television talk shows over who was

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to blame for Rabin’s death. 

Liberals said the steady stream of pre Aber 
invective by Benjamin Netanyahu, the opposition leader 
and other right-wing politicians had created an atmos- 
phere that encouraged the gunman, Yigal Amir, 25, a law

“Our democracy is broken,” said Communications 
Minister Shulamit Aloni, an outspoken dove and herself a 
frequent target of verbal attacks. ‘“We have self-appoint- 
ed rabbis and prophets who make up their own laws.” 

Rabin’s widow, Leah, accused Netanyahu, leader of the 
Likud Party, of not doing enough to rein in the militants. 

“There was a Likud rally in Jerusalem not too long 
ago,’ she recalled. ‘“They put the figure of Yitzhak, my 
husband, in the uniform of a Nazi leader and Mr. Netan- 
yahu was there. He later talked against it, but he was 
there and he didn’t stop it.” 

Netanyahu bristled at the accusations, saying he had 
taken a strong stand against extremists. “What you see 
now is a cynical attempt by politicians to exploit a national 
tragedy for political gain by besmirching an entire camp 
and half the people and their leader,’’ he said. 

The government took its first steps Tuesday to crack 
down on militant Jewish groups. Police announced that 
they would round up and question militants. Justice 
Minister David Libai said he would propose changes to 
make it easier to prosecute militants: for incitement. 
Extremists who praised Rabin’s assassin would be among 
those targeted. 

Police were investigating whether Amir and his broth- 
er, Hagai, 27, were part of a right-wing conspiracy. Police 
believe Hagai Amir is a member of the outlawed anti-Arab 
group Kahane Chai. 

Israel’s Shin Bet is the agency assigned to protect the 
prime minister. An initial investigation found that there 
were not enough bodyguards shielding Rabin when the 
assassin approached him near his car after the rally, high- 
ranking security sources said Tuesday. 

Israel television said a secret inquest into the shooting, 
to be presented to the Cabinet today, had concluded that 
there had been a total breakdown in security and recom- 
mended that heads roll in Shin Bet.

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White House Opposes Debt Plans 


Republicans Put Pressure On Clinton To Accept Budget Proposals 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Republicans drafted bills 
Tuesday that would let the government continue to 
operate temporarily but at levels designed to bind Presi- 
dent Bill Clinton’s hands during his budget duel with 
Congress. 

The administration said it strongly opposed both meas- 
ures — one raising the debt limit slightly and the other 
letting the government keep operating for a while — 
contending they would increase the chances of a govern- 
ment default and a partial shutdown of many agencies. 

GOP leaders hope the bills constraining the govern- 
ment’s ability to spend and borrow money will pressure 
Clinton to accede to their demands for spending and tax 
cuts leading to a balanced budget by 2002. Those reduc- 
tions, which Clinton considers too drastic, include savings 
extracted from Medicare and hundreds of other 
programs. . 

Meeting behind closed doors, Republican leaders con- 
sidered attaching various provisions to the measures that 
would attract support from conservatives, such as lan- 
guage terminating the Commerce Department, limiting 
lobbying by private groups that receive federal aid and 
revamping federal regulations of business. The adminis- 
tration would oppose such language, but Republicans said 
it was a necessary price for lining up votes. 

“It will be very, very hard, given the absence of any 
serious negotiations by the White House .. . to go to our

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members and ask them to increase the debt on our 
children without putting a down payment to begin to solve 
the problem,’ House Speaker Newt Gingrich, R-Ga., told 
reporters. 

Treasury Secretary Robert Rubin said the GOP debt 
limit plan ‘‘significantly heightens the possibility of a 
default. It provides inadequate borrowing authority, and it 
denies the Treasury secretary use of important cash 
management options.”’ 

As for the temporary spending bill, White House bud- 
get chief Alice Rivlin wrote to House and Senate leaders 
that she favored a measure “free of extraneous matters.” 
She said that would let the government “‘continue provid- 
ing important services for the American people” — a 
reminder that failure to renew spending authority would 
force hundreds of thousands of federal workers to stay 
home. 

Republican leaders planned to push one bill through 
Congress this week temporarily extending the govern- 
ment’s borrowing authority. They envisioned moving a 
separate measure financing most federal agencies next 
Monday — the day the current spending authority 
expires. 

The current debt limit probably will be reached about 
Nov. 15. 


Bill To Bar Partial-Birth Abortions May Stall

WASHINGTON — Lawmakers who support abortion 
rights objected Tuesday to rushing a ban on certain late- 
term abortions through the Senate, calling instead for 
hearings to better examine the procedure. 

In response, the Senate arranged a vote today on a 
motion by Sen. Arlen Specter, R-Pa., to send the partial- 
birth abortion bill to the Judiciary Committee. 

Proponents of the bill called it a delaying tactic. Both 
sides predicted a close vote. 

“Why do we have to study something as obvious as 
this?’ asked Sen. Robert C. Smith, R-N.H., the measure’s 
chief sponsor. ‘‘We could have hearings until hell freezes

The bill would outlaw “partial birth abortions,’’ a rare 
procedure used in late-term abortions involving the exci- 
sion of the brain of the fetus. It would impose a prison 
term of two years and fines on doctors who perform the 
procedure. 

In court proceedings, however, an acceptable defense 
would be that the procedure was necessary to save the 
mother’s life. President Bill Clinton and other opponents 
contend that this defense is insufficient to protect a 
woman’s life and health. 

The House passed the bill last Wednesday, 288-139. It 
marked the first time since the Supreme Court’s 1973 
Roe vs. Wade ruling legalizing abortion that Congress has 
moved to prohibit a specific abortion procedure. 

Senate Minority Leader Tom Daschle, D-S.D., said the 
Senate’s 46 Democrats were united in favor of sending 
the bill to committee before a floor vote. 

The description of the procedure causes even abortion 
rights advocates to cringe, but without it, many women 
could die, opponents of the bill say. It is viewed widely as 
the first step toward an outright ban on abortions. 

“If one believes in God, one believes that God has 
assured there are medical procedures in place to help 
save lives,”’ said Sen. Barbara Boxer, D-Calif. If the bill is 
passed, ‘“‘women will die, and they will be our babies that 
we raised. Are we going to put women to their deaths?”’ 

During the debate, Sen. John Ashcroft, R-Mo., a sup- 
porter of the bill, referred to the assassination of Israeli 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin, which he said showed the 
need for civil discourse on emotional issues. 

Ashcroft said he intended “‘to speak with civility and 
reason about the horror of partial birth abortions, which 
literally rip a child from the mother’s womb.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — Americans with 
heart disease should enroll in special cardiac 
rehabilitation programs to live longer and 
better, yet less than a third get that help, a 
government agency says. 

Cardiac rehabilitation consists of super- 
vised programs offering patients customized 
prescriptions for exercise, low-fat diets and 
other heart-healthy practices that few adopt 
on their own. New guidelines from the Agen- 
cy for Health Care Policy and Research tell 
patients to seek rehab — and doctors to get 
better at prescribing it. 

“These guidelines offer valuable informa- 
tion on how they can help themselves, and 
the guidelines offer hope ... of leading a 
normal life again,’ said the agency’s Dr. 
Douglas Kamerow. 

About 13.5 million Americans have heart 
disease, including almost 1 million who sur- 
vive heart attacks each year. 

Two-thirds of patients go home from the 
hospital without cardiac rehabilitation, in- 
stead receiving general instructions to diet 
and exercise, the agency said earlier this 
month. 

But such patients have no idea how to 
proceed, and some fear the exertion of just 
walking down the street could kill them, said 
Joseph Piscatella of the Institute for Fitness

The high- 
est benefit came from vigorous workouts 
three times a week, but even the very old or 
feeble can benefit from certain mild exer- 
cises, the panel said. 

@ Counseling to help patients quit smok- 
ing, learn to cook low-fat meals and manage 
stress. 

® Education to teach patients what caused 
their heart disease and how to manage it. 

“Cardiac rehabilitation has not received 
the attention it deserves,” said Dr. Michael 
Horan, heart disease director at the National 
Institutes of Health, which endorsed the 
guidelines. Tt is the opportunity for a better 
life.” 

Typically, rehab programs cost $800 to 
$1,800 for eight to 12 weeks. Insurance,

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Evidence Suggests 
Climatic Changes 
Spurred Evolution

LOS ANGELES — Off the coast of 
Africa, a Columbia University expert 
has discovered the first detailed evi- 
denCe "OP aient climatic’ Changes 
that may havé spurred human 
evolution. 

No one knows for certain what 
forced humanity’s remote. ape-like 
ancestors to forsake the trees they 
called home, why some prehuman 


species surpassed others,* or why, 


primitive human ancestors migrated 
out of their African homeland. There 
are, experts say, as many theories as 
there are fossils. 

But new research suggests that 
weather may be at the root of the 
human family tree. 

An analysis of ocean sediments 
made public earlier in October shows 
that in the past 3 million years the 
cradle of humankind in East Africa 
was rocked three times by abrupt 
cycles of colder, drier climate. Each 
cycle of change coincided with the 
demise of some prehuman species 
and the development of those who 
became the forebears of modern 
humanity. 

The finding by climate authority 
Peter deMenocal at Columbia’s La- 
mont-Doherty Earth Observatory is a 
‘wonderful development’’ that but- 
tresses a controversial theory of the 
intimate connection between the 
African climate and human origins, 
several experts said. 

Frank Brown, dean of earth sci- 
ences at the University of Utah, 
called the discovery * ‘tremendously 
important.’’ The research was pub- 
lished in the journal Science. 

The core samples document dra- 
matic climatic changes in East and 
West Africa starting about 2.8 million 
years ago, when the ancient human 
family tree apparently split into two 
branches. The core samples show a 
second equally abrupt change about 
1.7 million years ago, at the time that 
humanity’s most immediate direct 


ancestor first appeared, according to 
fossil records. A third shift was de- 
tected at about 1 million years ago, 
around the time when many experts 
believe that humanity’s predecessors 
started to migrate out of Africa. 

“We can now place the fossil re- 
cord ‘of human development within 
the context of very detailed records 


of how Af climate changed dur- 
ing the the Be of evolution,” deMeno- 


gist cn ebb and flow of massive ice 
sheets in North America and Europe 
most likely altered the long-term 
weather patterns in Africa, experts 
said. Researchers can measure those 
changes by analyzing concentrations 
of dust blown from the interior of the 
continent that settled in the depths 
of the Gulf of Aden and other ocean 
sites. 

The northern ice sheets could have 
lowered sea surface temperatures 
around Africa dramatically, by as 
much as 20 degrees, and reduced 
rainfall by more than 30 percent. As a 
result of the prolonged arid condi- 
tions, ground cover across Africa was 
more sparse and allowed more top- 
soil to be blown away. 

With each cycle, the warm, wet 
regions of Africa became so cool and 
dry that lush rain forests gave way to 
arid savannahs. Animals and homi- 
nids, as humanity’s early ancestors 
are called, were forced to adapt or 
die. 

When rain forests withered in one 
of the earliest cold spells, for exam- 
ple, prehuman species could have 
been forced out of the trees they 
called home and begun walking up- 
right as they foraged for new sources 
of food. Millions of years later, a drier 
climate could have depleted food 
supplies so that humanity’s ancestors 
were forced to migrate to Europe and 
Asia.

The attention in Washington was 
on the gubernatorial and legislative 
elections.

“‘Unquestionably, we still have the 
wind at our backs,” said Haley Bar- 
bour, chairman of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee. 

As for national implications, the 
White House took a wait-and-see pos- 
ture. “If Democrats win everywhére 

. .I’m sure it will be a very dramatic 
and national trend,’’ joked Mike 
McCurry, Clinton’s press secretary. 

In Kentucky, after fighting for 
months over education and other lo- 
cal issues, both candidates looked be- 
yond state borders. Patton, the lieu- 
tenant governor, urged voters to 
send a message to Gingrich and Sen- 
ate Majority Leader Bob Dole, R- 
Kan., that they had lost faith in the 
Republican agenda. 

In turn, Forgy, a businessman, ran 
an ad comparing Patton to the “‘liber- 
al” Clinton — and included a photo- 
graph of Michael Dukakis, the Demo- 
cratic presidential nominee in 1988.

Molpus’' late’ radio ad targeting 
black voters said re-election of For- 
dice would mean that “you go to the 
back of the bus.’’ Fordice accused 
Molpus of race-baiting. 


Gov. George Allen campaigned ag- 
gressively, and both national parties 
poured in money. 

Control of the Mississippi’ Senate 
also was within Republican reach: 
The GOP needed to gain nine seats 
for a majority. ; 

In Maine, two special state House 
elections would determine which par- 
ty called the shots. Republicans cap- 
tured the state Senate last year.

edge in the New Jersey Assembly, 
another state where Democrats tried 
to maké Gingrich the issue.

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FDA Ponders Easing 
Drug Ad Guidelines 


SILVER SPRING, Md. (AP) — Do 
splashy ads ‘for prescription drugs 
give Americans Vital health informa- 
tion about baldness or prostate prob- 
lems or just tempt them to seek pow- 

erful medicine 


presented to thé Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration as the agency began de- 
ciding whether to allow drug makers 
more freedom in trying to sway 
Americans: 

It’s-a booming field. University of 
Maryland .pharmacist Julie Magno 
Zito said manufacturers spent $250 
million last year on ads for prescrip- 
tion drugs, , $187 million more than 
they spent in 1993. 

“If we really want to open the 
floodgates here, we need to think 
about how consumers are going to 
receive that information and what 
effect that’s going to have,” FDA 
policy chief William Schulz cautioned 
at a public hearing, where the agency 
gathered advice on what to do. 

Drug companies always have ag- 
gressively advertised over-the- 
counter products, such as cold reme- 
dies. But until recently, they 
marketed more powerful prescrip- 
tion drugs just to physicians, publish- 
ing ads full of complicated medical 
data in scholarly journals. 

Now brand-name drug companies 
are targeting’ patients, blanketing 
popular magazines, billboards and 
even’ sibway’ stations with ads for 
evérything ‘fromthe baldness drug 
Rogaine to Ey controllers and 
remedies for enlarged prostates. 

Theit generic competition, which 
cannot h costly commer- 
cials; wants. thé FDA to ban prescrip- 
tiom drug ads:-Some consumer advo- 
cates say stricter controls are needed 
to \prevent patients from believing 


there are risk-free magic bullets for 
every sniffle. 

“In this country, we have an ‘If I 
take a pill, I'll feel better’ mentality,” 
said Michigan State University drug 
marketing expert Mary Jane Sheffet. 
“I want to see . . . advertisements for 
prescription drugs, but ones that 
aren’t misleading and contain = 
information I can learn from them 

Companies say the ads make 
Americans better advocates for their 
own health, arming them with the 
information they need to ask a doctor 
whether prescribing a particular 
drug would benefit them. 

But FDA requirements that com- 
panies reveal drugs’ side effects and 
document their health claims dis- 
courage many companies from adver- 
tising because such disclosures take 
up costly ad space, said Richard 
Sampe of the Washington Legal 
Foundation, a conservative policy 
group. Twenty words listing life- 
threatening complications would suf- 
fice, he said. 

“Advertising is information,”’ ar- 
gued Nancy Buc, an attorney for drug 
giant Wyeth-Ayerst. Ads tell consu- 
mers about symptoms they might 
otherwise ignore, that alternative 
drugs are cheaper, or even that cer- 
tain anti-nausea drugs many health 
plans consider too expensive to rou- 
tinely offer chemotherapy patients 
are available if they ask, she said. 

“‘When I want to buy a car, I go to 
Consumer Reports. I don’t go to the 
ads,” responded FDA drug chief Dr. 
Robert Temple.

Polis Spur Chirac To Disband Government 

President Jacques Chirac dissolved the French gov- 
ernment Tuesday after it had served less than six 
months and reappointed Prime Minister Alain Juppe to 
head a more streamlined ruling team. 


Chirac acted after his presidency hit record lows in 
opinion polls. Voters are unhappy about his failure to 
fulfill expansive campaign promises of lower taxes and 
bountiful jobs. 

Nearly two-thirds of French voters now oppose his 
decision to resume nuclear testing in the South Pacific. 


In a bid to heal divisions within the ruling center- 
right majority, the new government includes several 
supporters of Chirac’s fellow Gaullist rival for the 
presidency, former prime minister Edouard Balladur.

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Supreme Court Toughens Drug Cases 
Ruling Lets Prosecutors Go After Assets Not Connected To Crimes 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Supreme Court gave 
federal prosecutors greater power Tuesday to force drug 
traffickers who plead guilty to surrender all or most of 
their assets, even those not tainted by their crimes. 

Critics said the 8-1 decision in a Wyoming case could 
lead to plea-bargain abuses by prosecutors or rich 
criminals. 

The justices also ruled that criminals who plead guilty 
to drug-related crimes in federal courts do not have to be 
told they are waiving a separate right to a jury trial for 
challenging government seizure of their assets. 

The ruling marked a departure from recent high court 
rulings that, in various ways, had reined in the govern- 
ment’s authority to seize assets from criminal activities. 

“‘T’m shocked,” said David B. Smith, who had urged the 
court on behalf of the National Association of Criminal 
Defense Lawyers to rule the other way. ‘This is the first 
forfeiture case we've lost after five straight wins.” 

Smith said the decision “‘encourages government over- 
reaching by inducing some defendants to forfeit property 
not subject to forfeiture in exchange for leniency.” 

Tuesday’s ruling upheld the government’s seizure of 


Joseph Libretti’s assets after he pleaded guilty in Wyo- 
ming three yeafs ago of taking part in a “continuing 
criminal enterprise.’’ Prosecutors said Libretti operated a 
cocaine and marijuana distribution ring in Wyoming and 
Colorado from 1984 to 1992. 

His federal trial was four days old when Libretti decid- 
ed to piead guilty. In return, prosecutors agreed to drop 
some charges against him and to recommend the mini- 
mum sentence — a 20-year prison term. He could have 


. faced 50 years in prison and a $2 million fine. 


Libretti later challenged the scope of the government’s 
seizure of his assets — worth more than $400,000. 

Government agents seized from Libretti real estate in 
Star Valley, Wyo., two condominiums, two automobiles, a 
mobile home, a diamond ring, guns, $8,000, bank ac- 
counts and some cashier’s and traveler’s checks. 

Libretti argued that the trial judge had not established 
a proper ‘‘factual basis’’ for connecting the assets to the 
criminal enterprise. Justice Sandra Day O’Connor said 4 
federal judge who accepts a guilty plea “‘is not obliged te 
inquire into the factual basis for a stipulated forfeiture-of 
assets embodied in a plea agreement.”’

When substitute teacher Sheila Wells gets a 
phone call asking if she’s available the next day, her 
first thought is, “I wonder what I’ll have to deal 
with tomorrow.” 

Substitute teachers are at a disadvantage, says 
Wells, 48. They’re in unfamiliar territory, and the 


‘students aren’t. Students try to manipulate and 


intimidate subs, and often consider the teacher’s 
absence a day off for themselves, says Wells, of 
Florissant. 

Her worst experience was two years ago, at 


Ferguson Middle School. As she walked up and 
down the aisles, trying to quiet students, a group 
threatened to beat her up and sexually attack her. 

“As soon as that bell rang for dismissal, I was 
gone. I didn’t think they would do anything, but I 
didn’t want-to wait and find out,” she says.

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Former Lawyer Gets 
¢-Year Sentence For 
Stealing From Client

Patrick J. Healey, a former lawyer who 
pleaded guilty of stealing money from a cli- 
ent, has been sentenced in Hillsboro to seven 
years in prison. 

Healey tried to withdraw his guilty plea 
and begged Associate Circuit Judge William 
Hass to grant him a trial. Instead, he was 
sentenced Monday and led off in handcuffs. 

Healey had entered into a plea agreement 
May 11 in which he admitted stealing 
$72,000 from Scott Marshall of Hillsboro in 
1993. He had written an incriminating letter 
admitting the thefts. 

Prosecutors recommended seven years in 
prison but left open the possibility of proba- 
tion depending on how much restitution Hea- 
ley made. 

Healey’s sentencing was set for last month 
but was delayed when he said he wanted to 
withdraw his plea and get a new lawyer to 
replace Ted Guberman. Guberman had asked 
to withdraw from the case, saying he had 
negotiated the plea agreement in good faith 
and could not seek to undo it. 

Healey told Hass he was not guilty and had 
a chance for a law enforcement job in New 


Mexico. Hass, a vis- 

iting judge from Ore- : 
gon County, sternly | eye 
told Healey he had |) 
not even come up 
with 15 cents in 
restitution. 

The thefts included $45,000 from a life 
insurance policy that Marshall intended to 
use to pay off a mortgage on a house he 
inherited from his late father. 

Healey was allowed to question Marshall 
and tried to show he had stolen no money but 
had an agreement to use Marshall’s money. 
Marshall denied it. 

Kenny Hulshof, a prosecutor from the 
state attorney general’s office, said Healey 
was trying to delay going to prison. While 
Marshall has received nothing, Healey was 
able to come up with $1,000 last month to 
post a bond to get out of jail, Hulshof said. 

Healey, 46, has been living in New Mexico, 
where his wife has relatives. The Missouri 
Supreme Court disbarred him last year be- 
cause of complaints from several clients. In 
1990, he ran unsuccessfully for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for prosecuting attorney in 
Jefferson County.

St. Charles Neighbor Admits 


Abusing Boys, Gets 20 Years

John C. Bodmér, an unemployed janitor 
from St. Charles, admitted to a St. Charles 
County Circuit judge Tuesday that he had 
molested three boys who lived in his 
neighborhood. 

Bodmer, 48, was sentenced to 20 years in 
prison by Circuit Judge Lucy D. Rauch, who 
followed a plea agreement between the coun- 
ty prosecutor and Bodmer’s attorney. 
Bodmer must serve 17 years before he is 
eligible for parole. 

Bodmer had been charged with 38 sex 
offenses. He pleaded guilty to 10 charges that 
ranged from second-degree child molesta- 
tion, a misdemeanor, to forcible sodomy, 
which carries a maximum of life in prison. 
Prosecutors agreed to drop the remaining 
charges in exchange for the guilty pleas. 

Rauch ordered that Bodmer be tested for 
HIV, the virus that causes AIDS. She ordered 
the results sent to the families of the boys, 
who were 11, 12 and 13 when they were 
molested. 

Bodmer has been held in the St. Charles 
County jail in lieu of $300,000 bond since he 
was arrested June 21 by St. Charles police. 

In court, he admitted molesting the boys 
between May 1 and June 20 of this year. The 


boys lived within several blocks of Bodmer’s 
house, in the 1000 block of Pine Street, near 
Blanchette Park, police said. 

The boys were absent from the courtroom 
Tuesday, but their mothers were there. The 
11-year-old and 13-year-old are brothers. 

After Bodmer was led away, the mother of 
the two brothers explained the irhpact of the 
experience. 

“‘It has destroyed my family,’’ she said. 

She said that Bodmer had befriended her 
and her husband, as well as their boys. 
Bodmer took the family hunting and fishing. 
She said the family had known him for four or 
five months. 

Now, she said, “It’s like I can’t trust my 
judgment anymore. It really hurts. My kids 
have to go to a psychiatrist.” 

She said she had warned her children about 
strangers, but she said, “I always said talk to 
adults. Trust adults. And I did wrong.” 

She said her sons had not told her what was 
going on because Bodmer had threatened the 
boys. 

“He threatened to kill them, cut off body 
parts.”’ 

The boys’ mother said she thought 
Bodmer’s sentence was too lenient. She said, 
“‘The best place for him is six feet under.”

Smith Square Off As Coaches

COLUMBIA, Mo. — After more than three decades in 
the business, Larry Smith, age 56, has coached against 
sons of people he played with. For that matter, he has 
coached with sons of players he’s coached. 

“And you start saying, ‘Hey, I’m really getting up 
there,’ ’’ said Smith, the University of Missouri football 
coach. 

But to the best of his recollection, Smith has yet to 
clash with a head coach who once was on the field against 
him as a player. That will change Saturday when the 
Tigers play at ninth-ranked Colorado, led by Rick Neuhei- 
sel — who at 34 seemingly went from Pampers to a 
headset. 

“He’s a very bright young coach,” said Smith, whom 
Neuheisel credits with some significant career advice 
given on the golf course. “‘He comes across image-wise as 
a sharp, articulate young guy.” 

And a guy who'd just as soon forget their encounter in 
1983, when Smith’s Arizona team defeated Neuheisel- 
quarterbacked UCLA 27-24 — thanks in part to Neuhei- 
sel outthinking himself on a first and goal inside the 
Arizona 1-yard line. 

“See, now, I was going to try to avoid mentioning 
that,”” Neuheisel said, laughing. “But that is absolutely a 
fact. I did do that. [Arizona’s] home crowd just was too 
loud, and my tight end couldn’t hear it as I was trying to” 
change the play at the line of scrimmage. 

Neuheisel, an Arizona native, had already decided on 


UCLA when Smith took over the Arizona program. But 
Smith might have inherited Neuheisel as a walk-on if 
Arizona hadn’t had a competent passing game when the 
unheralded Neuheisel was considering schools. He made 
UCLA his target, he insists, because the Pac-10 box 
scores in his Sunday paper indicated UCLA couldn’t 
throw the ball. 

After Smith was discharged by Southern Cal after the 
1992 season, he and Neuheisel wound up as golf partners 
several times. Neuheisel, then an assistant at UCLA, 
sought Smith’s advice on how to pursue his coaching 
career. 

“He is a great golfer, by the way; I wish he’d play a 
little more golf and not coach as much football,” Smith 
said. “At that time . . . he was wanting to know how you 
make moves, when you should make moves, because I’d 
made some moves as an assistant. He was a guy who was 
always thinking ahead.” 


Tiger Talk: Smith would not elaborate on the status of 
sophomore fullback Ernest Blackwell, whom Smith sus- 
pended indefinitely on Monday for violating unspecified 
team rules. On his weekly statewide radio show Monday, 
though, Smith was alluding to Blackwell when he said, 
“It’s not a matter of trying to get one guy carries to 
satisfy his whims. I refuse to do that.”’ 

Blackwell, from Eureka, said last week he was dissatis- 
fied with how he was being used. And Antwan Johnson 
and Rhino Janes have moved ahead of him on the depth 
chart the past two games, Smith said, because they have 
graded out better. 


Tepper Encouraged By Illini’s Improved Offense

CHAMPAIGN, Ill. — Despite scoring 26 points in 
Saturday’s victory at Iowa, the Illini offense still ranks 
among the conference’s worst. 

The Illini (4-4 overall and 2-3 in the Big Ten Confer- 
ence) are the only Big Ten team to average fewer than 
300 total yards per game. They rank 10th in passing, 
rushing and scoring offense. 

But Illini coach Lou Tepper believes that his team has 
steadily improved each week and was encouraged by his 
team’s lack of offensive penalties against Iowa. 

Junior fullback Ty Douthard said that the offense has 
made fewer mistakes in practice lately. 

“It’s just everybody feeling comfortable,” Douthard 
said. “‘It’s kind of weird that it takes this long for us to gel 
like that, but now’s a better time than never.”’ 

Tepper pointed to tough opposing defenses that stifled 
the early growth of the Illini offense. 

Four of the Illini’s first five opponents currently rank in 
the NCAA’s top 20 in total defense: Arizona (5), Michigan 
(8), Indiana (16) and Oregon (17). In addition, Northwest- 
ern ranks third among Division I-A teams in scoring 
defense. 

“Our offense has gone against some very forceful 
defensive players, particularly early in the year,” Tepper 
said. “‘Had we been able to open up and gain experience 
against some mere mortal defenses, I think it would have 


benefited us a great deal. But they were shredded early 
and lacked confidence.”’ 

Tepper said that the open weeks after the East Caroli- 
na and Michigan State games have helped the young 
offensive line.

It’s not that Hazelwood East High s football team never loses. 
Pattonville upset the Spartans 14-3 in the 1994 state playoffs, 
and East hasn’t won the Missouri Class 5A Cy since 
1989. 


It’s just that the Spartans don’t lose often — only six times in 
the 1990s — and through 10 games this season they’ve rarely 
looked more invincible. 


Hazelwood East, 10-0 and ranked No. 1 in the Post-Dispatch 
large-school rankings, is scoring an average of 49 points per 
game and allowing only five. The Spartans won their district 
games 67-0, 53-0 and 52-0, and they begin their postseason run 
at 7 tonight against No. 12 Sumner (8-2) at Gateway Tech’s 
field. 


Hazelwood East was ranked No. 8 in a national poll last 


.season, and this year’s team hasn’t forgotten the loss to Patton- 


ville on a muddy field. 


Even so, coach Rich Gorzynski said, ‘““They’re not playing for 
the guys from last year’s team. Everybody thought we were out 
of talent. They thought this would be a mediocre year for-us. 


“The kids have played hard, and hopefully they can keep it up 
for a couple more years.” 


Or at least four more games. That would put Hazelwood East 
in the state title game Nov. 25 in Joplin. 


Sumner has an aggressive, hard-hitting team. The Bulldogs 
have outstanding backs in Corey Ware, Antoine Baker and 
Ronald Allen, and a dangerous passing tandem in quarterback 
Anthony Cooper and receiver Maner Sims.

First Postseason Game For 2nd-Year Falcons

The Bulldogs of Northeast Miss- 
ouri State University have won 26 
titles since what now is known as the 
Mid-America Intercollegiate Athlet- 
ics Association was formed in 1924. 

That tradition is what Mike Bellers 
and Bill Morris are trying to bring to 
Rockwood Summit High, where they 
coach football. They were on the 
Bulldogs’ team that won the MIAA 
title in 1985, and both were selected 
to the league’s all-conference team 
in 87. 

The Falcons also are coached by 
offensive coordinator Kyle Reid, 30, 
who played at Hazelwood Central and 
Southwest Baptist. Greg Cleveland, 
27, played at Northeast and is the 
special-teams coach at Summit. Mor- 
ris, 29, is the offensive coordinator. 

“We definitely want to bring that 
winning tradition here,” said Bellers, 
29, the head coach. ‘“‘We’re just a 
bunch of young guys, who like to 
outwork everybody. Our wives don’t 
like all the time that we spend with 
football.”’ 

They probably won’t mind tonight, 
when Summit (6-4) entertains Vian- 
ney (7-3) at 7:30 in the sectional 
round of the Missouri Class 4A play- 
offs. The Falcons are making their 
first postseason appearance in only 
the school’s third year of existence 
and second season of competing at 
the varsity level. 

After one year at the junior varsity 


level, the school joined the Suburban 
South Conference last season and fin- 
ished 0-10 and was outscored 310- 
68. Four of the players went on to 
play for the 0-25 basketball team. 
“For them to be in the situation 
they are now, I’m just excited be- 
cause this is what they’ve been wait- 


ing for their whole high school ca- - 


reer,” Bellers said. Before district 
play, “our program had never even 
won two games in a row.” 

Summit played ranked opponents 
Parkway South and Parkway North in 
its games leading up to district ac- 
tion. The average score of those 
games, both losses for Summit; was 
35-13. The Falcons slipped to 3-4 
before winning their last three games 
to earn the district championship. 

‘“‘We went through the grind 
against North and South,” Bellers 
said. ‘““They really prepared us for 
our district because we felt that com- 


ing out of there we weren’t going to 


see a better team.”’ 

The Falcons outscored their dis- 
trict foes 96-32, including a 38-3 win 
last week over Affton. The challenge 
will be more formidable when Sum- 
mit meets Vianney, ranked 16th in 
the Post-Dispatch large-schools poll. 

“IT really don’t know how far we 
can go,” Bellers said. “Over the last 
few weeks, our kids have really 
gained some confidence. They’ve 
picked up their whole attitude. I think 
they were starting to doubt, but now 
they’re practicing harder than ever.”’

World Cup Officials 
Take Notes In Japan

Inspectors from FIFA, soccer’s in- 
ternational governing body, declined 
Tuesday to compare the rival bids of 
Japan and South Korea to stage the 
2002 finals of World Cup soccer. 

But they said Japan’s proposal to 
bring the games to tens of thousands 
of additional fans on big screens in 


“virtual stadiums” would not play an 


important part in choosing the host 
nation. 

“We from FIFA know Japan is a 
successful organizer of top-class 
sports events,’ Horst Schmidt, sec- 
retary-general of the German Foot- 
ball Association, said after the five- 
man team concluded its work in 
Japan. 

Before coming to Japan, it visited 
South Korea, the only other candi- 
date for the 2002 World Cup, which 
will become the first one in Asia. 

The team is to report by the end of 
the year to FIFA’s executive commit- 
tee, which is scheduled to make its 
decision next June. 

Under the “virtual stadium’’ plan, 
three-dimensional superscreens 
would bring World Cup games live to 
fans in stadiums not being used for 
actual games. 

The team saw a demonstration at 
the Multimedia Laboratory of NHK, 
the Japan Broadcasting Corp. 

“TI was very much impressed by 
the new technique;” Schmidt said. 

“I’ve got an impression that there

still could be several technical ques- 
tions that need to be resolved and I’d 
like to refrain from making my com- 
ments as to whether the idea is a 
positive point for holding the World 
Cup in 2002,” he said. “But it is not 
an important point to the decision at 
this moment.” 

If used according to plan, the “‘vir- 
tual stadiums” alone are expected to 
draw 1 million spectators, bringing 
total World Cup attendance to 4 mil- 
lion, far more than 3.58 million at the 
World Cup finals last year in the Uni- 
ted States.

Consequently, superstars such as 
Magic Johnson, Larry Bird, Bill Rus- 
sell, Kareem Abdul-Jabbar and Wilt 
Chamberlain never became free 
agents. 

As Seattle coach George Karl 
points out, only a few years ago own- 
ers viewed free agency with disdain. 

“I remember owners saying, ‘You 
don’t want to sign free agents be- 
cause you don't want to hurt each 
other. We’re in this business togeth- 
er,” he said. 

“Now, it’s like baseball. Every- 
body is going after players and trying 
to make their team better with any 
means possible. It’s an open game. 
And -the money in the game has

grown immensely. And I think the 
players benefit. I think everybody has 
benefited.” 

The salary cap increase from $16 
million to $24 million for the 1995-96

| House Keeps Herd 


‘Wild And Free’

WASHINGTON — The House 
voted Tuesday to head off plans by 
the National Park Service to round 
up a herd of wild horses roaming the 
Ozark National Scenic Riverways in 
southern Missouri. 

“Wild and free, let them be,’’ Rep. 
Bill -Emerson, R-Cape Girardeau, 
urged his colleagues moments before 
the unanimous vote. 

The National Park Service has 
been attempting since 1990 to boot 
the horses off the land it manages 
along the Current and Jacks Fork 
rivers. Appeals of that policy have 
been rejected by Interior Secretary 
Bruce Babbitt and by the Supreme 
Court, which cleared the way for the 
Park Service to remove them. 


Spurned by both the adits 
tion and the courts, supporters 
horses sought an act of Congress to 
save them. The vote Tuesday brings 
them halfway to their goal. The Sen- 
ate is likely to approve similar legisla- 
tion later this year. 

Emerson’s bill would ban the Park 
Service from rounding up the horses 
but would assure that they will be 
cared for — at private expense. 
Missouri Wild Horse League 
agree to tend to the horses’ medical 
needs and to keep the size of the herd 
at 50 or fewer horses. 

Emerson said the legislation would 

“provide justice, once and for all, for 
our horses.” 

He and other supporters of the. 
herd said it has become a tourist’

Incumbents Win In E. St. Louis School District

East St. Louis area voters returned Demo- 
cratic Party chairman Frederic Boyd and La- 
Vondia M. Neely to four more years on the 
District 189 School Board board. 


Voters on Tuesday also elected Frankie Sea- 
berry and James Ross to replace two board 
members who are stepping down. 

Seaberry, a popular Centreville alderman 
and the district’s former music director, will 
serve a four-year term. Ross, a bus driver and 
deputy sheriff allied with Boyd, will fill the 
remaining two years of an unexpired term. 

Boyd kept his seat despite widespread distri- 
bution of campaign literature against him in the 
race, which drew 12 candidates. Boyd was 
criticized for failing to attend almost all school 
board meetings in recent months. He has been 
on the board for more than 20 years. Boyd is 
also the city’s powerful Democratic Party polit- 


ical chairman. 


He had backed a slate of candidates against 
another slate backed by East St. Louis Mayor 
Gordon Bush. Several independent candidates 
also ran. Both sides supported Seaberry. 

Mayor Bush was already looking to the fu- 
ture Tuesday night. 


“We're hoping that the school board can 
move into an era of cooperation with the finan- 
cial oversight panel,’’ Bush said. He added that 
he also hoped for “‘new determination that the 
children will be the first and foremost priority 
for School District 189.”’ 


Neely said she was “pleased with the re- 
sponse from the community. My goal is to be 
part of the development of a super school 
district that will educate our children to go into 
the 21st century as productive citizens of this 
country and community.”’ 

A majority — or four — of the School 
Board’s seven seats were up for grabs. 


The new board members will step into a 
district with many problems. From allegations 
of gross mismanagement of funds to a shortage 
of books and other basic educational supplies, 
the district has been at the center of one 
controversy after another. 

Broken boilers, frequent sewage backups and 
flooding have been a way of life. On election eve 
a fire ravaged one of the junior high schools 
while gas leaks and no heat forced the closing of 
two other schools. 

The School Board has been in frequent con- 
flict with a state Financial Oversight Panel and 
was Criticized recently for replacing nationally 
known football coach Bob Shannon. _ 

In the last School Board election two years 
ago, voters showed their dissatisfaction by 
sweeping out every incumbent up for re- 
election. 

For the first time, the Election Board in East 
St. Louis tested a computerized system to veri- 


fy voters’ signatures and cut down on possible 
fraud. The new system was tested in seven of 
the city’s 44 precincts. James Lewis, executive 
director of elections, said the new system went 
well, although some judges had trouble adjust- 
ing to it. 

Ultimately, he said, ‘‘this should enhance the 
integrity and accuracy of the process.”’ 

In other Metro East elections: 


— School tax proposals and bond issues in St. 
Clair County were defeated. Voters in the Wa- 
terloo School District stomped a proposal to 
pay for building a new high school and another 
for a tax increase for new computers. 

— Library measures passed. In Mascoutah, 
voters approved a $600,000 bond issue for 
improvements to their library. 

— Highland School District voters were fail- 
ing to approve money for a new middle school 
and a major expansion to the high school, but 
the total vote was not yet counted.

Rabin’s Father Once Lived In St. Louis 


Yitzhak Rabin’s father, Nehemiah 
Rabin, lived briefly in St. Louis some- 
time before World War I. 

The elder Rabin had come to the 
United States from Ukraine, working 
first in Chicago for a dozen years as a 
tailor and then moving to St. Louis. 


He lived in St. Louis for two years, 
said Mel Dubinsky of Ladue, former 
head of the Jewish Federation of St. 
Louis and a friend of the slain prime 
minister. 


Dubinsky said Tuesday that at a 


dinner several years ago, Rabin had 
joked to him, “If my father had 
stayed in St. Louis, I might have been 
a contributor to the Jewish 
Federation.”’ 


Instead, Rabin’s father decided to 
rejoin relatives in what was then Pal- 


estine, where Rabin was born in 
1922. 


Rabin, who was assassinated Sat- 
urday, was the first prime minister of 
Israel born in the country.

Some other South Pointe activists 
said the loss was partly due to untrue 
accusations by opponents that incor- 
poration would lead to higher taxes 
and the eventual replacement of the 
area's county police detachment with 
a municipal force. Opponents con- 
tended that that was a logical conclu- 
sion, given the limited financial struc- 
ture backers had prepared and the 
experiences of other cities. 

South Pointe activists also repeat- 
ed complaints that Cavato and others 
in Westfall’s administration helped 
the ‘opposition while portraying 
themselves as being neutral. 


South Pointe would have covered 
47.67 square miles — stretching 
south from near the River Des Peres 
to the Meramec River and west to 
around Tesson Ferry Road. The new 
city would have been the 92nd mu- 
nicipality wholly within the county — 
and by far the biggest in population. 

Wendel, of St. Louis University, 
predicted that the vote will put the 
issue at rest for a while in the South 
Pointe area but that it would not 
necessarily deter incorporation bids 
elsewhere. 

One proposal, Sappington-Con- 
cord, would take in some of the area 
envisioned by South Pointe support- 
ers. The County Council and a circuit 
judge have refused to put that issue 
on the ballot but a hearing is sched- 
uled for Nov. 17 on the matter by the 
Missouri Court of Appeals here. 


Jefferson City 
Voters Say No 
To Gambling 


JEFFERSON CITY (AP) — 
Three years after voters in 
Jefferson City said they wanted 
a casino boat in their city, they 
changed their minds, rejecting 


the same issue they embraced 


in 1992. 

In a vote watched closely by 
gambling interests across the 
state, on Tuesday voters 
turned down Proposition 1, 
which repeated the basic ques- 
tion of whether riverboat gam- 
bling should be legal on the 
Missouri River inside the 
boundaries of Jefferson City. 

It was rejected 5,946 to 
4,459. 

Sixty percent of voters ap- 
proved riverboat gambling in 
1992. 

Voters approved another 
measure on gambling. Proposi- 
tion 2 would amend the city’s 
charter to bar city officials 
from accepting any money 
from riverboat gambling oper- 
ations. It passed by a vote of 
5,422 to 4,949.

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‘Clinton Is Fayette’ s Favorite In CityVote Popularity Contest 


FAYETTE, Mo. (AP) — President 
Bill Clinton didn’t campaign within 
miles of Fayette before Tuesday’s 
CityVote, but he won the local ballot- 
ing in the nonbinding presidential 


popularity contest. Colin Powell, an- 


other no-show whose presidential in- 
tentions remain unknown, finished 
second. 

John Hagelin of the Natural Law 
Party made two trips to this farming 
community, helping him to a third- 
place finish ahead of 20 other people 
— many unknown and some of whom 
aren't even seeking the White House. 

No matter — long shots found 
encouragement in Tuesday’s results. 

“I’m delighted,” Hagelin, a profes- 
sor of quantum physics, said from his 
home in Fairfield, lowa. ‘“The people 
of Fayette said they want govern- 


ment in harmony with natural law.” 

About 20 percent of Fayette’s 
1,740 registered voters — 352 — 
cast ballots at the sole polling place in 
a corridor of the Howard County 
Courthouse. 

Clinton had 119 votes, Powell 51, 
Hagelin 41 and Republican Bob Dole 
was fourth with 37 votes. Ross Perot, 
who hasn’t announced plans to run 
for president, finished fifth with 19 
votes. Two others were behind Perot 
in double digits, and 15 were in single 
digits. 

Howard County Clerk Mark Hill 
said Clinton’s first-place finish was no 
surprise in the heavily Democratic 
county. 

“‘We have voters who always vote 
a straight. Democratic ticket,’”’ Hill 
said. 


Fayette, a city of 2,888, was the 
smallest of 17 cities participating in 
CityVote. Final national results were 
not expected until early Wednesday. 

No major candidates visited Fay- 
ette in advance of CityVote, staged to 


draw attention to urban issues and 


the political clout of cities. 

But Michael Hirsch wasn’t dis- 
couraged about the lack of well- 
known visitors. 

Indeed, the local City Vote organiz- 
er was downright bubbly about Tues- 
day’s turnout. To hear Hirsch tell it, 
City Vote was about the biggest event 
to hit Fayette since Confederate 
guerrillas stormed the fortified 
courthouse in 1864. 


“It didn’t hurt that six of the 22 


people on the ballot came to town,” 


at Central Methodist College in 
Fayette. 

Those who visited cornered 78 of 
Fayette’s votes, At the courthouse, 
Fayette residents appreciated the at- 
tention, even if the final tally had 


little meaning. 


Skip Stitzell voted for Clinton — 
and laughed about Fayette’s moment 
in the spotlight. 

“I’m from Iowa, and I participated 
in the caucuses. I know how politics 


can put the focus on an area — and 
have ramifications in the races. Do 
you think the world is watching ‘us?’

three other statewide contests there. Despite the close 
margin, Patton suggested that the results offered a mes- 
sage to the Republican Congress. 

“This will be remembered as the day that Kentucky 
stood tall,’”’ Patton said. “Kentucky has said ‘no’ to Newt 
Gingrich and Bob Dole.”’ 

The GOP fared much better in Mississippi, where 
Fordice handily beat Democrat Dick Molpus, a three- 
term secretary of state. With 57 percent of the vote in, 
Fordice had 54 percent to 46 percent for Molpus. 

Republicans have never controlled either chamber of 
the Virginia legislature and entered the day believing that 
a takeover was within reach. But Democrats held their 
House majority and were assured of at least a tie in the 
40-member Senate. The Democratic lieutenant governor 
would break any tie votes. 

In Maine, Democrats had temporarily lost control of 
the House earlier this year because of party switches. But 
they reclaimed a one-vote majority by winning two special 
elections. 

Republicans hoped a big victory by Fordice would mean 
legislative gains in Mississippi as well, but they did not 
appear to be gaining enough seats to capture the state 
Senate. The GOP was defending a lopsided majority in 
New Jersey’s Assembly. 

Dozens of communities were electing mayors. Big-city 
incumbents who won easily included Kurt Schmoke in 
Baltimore, Edward Rendell in Philadelphia and Bob Lan- 
ier in Houston. In Gary, Ind., where 90 percent of the 
population is black, Scott King was elected the first white 
mayor since 1967. 

San Francisco’s three-way contest pitted incumbent 
Frank Jordan against a California political legend, former 
Assembly Speaker Willie Brown, and Roberta Achten- 


berg, a lesbian activist and a former official of President 
Bill Clinton’s administration. If no candidate got more 
than 50 percent, a runoff would be held next month. 

As always, ballots were crowded with propositions, 
Two Indiana counties rejected riverboat gambling, and 
voters in Springfield, Mass., said they did not want casino 
gambling. A Maine proposal to ban laws aimed at protect- 
ing homosexuals from discrimination was trailing 
narrowly. 

The attention in Washington was on the gubernatorial 
and legislative elections. In 1993, these off-year contests 
offered the first evidence of the Republican revival, and 
both parties watched for clues to the climate in the 
coming presidential year. 

“‘Unquestionably, we still have the wind at our backs,”’ 
said Haley Barbour, chairman of the Republican National 
Committee. Still, mindful of the deep Democratic tradi- 
tions in local Southern politics, he said: ‘‘At some point we 
won't win every election.” 

As for national implications, the White House took a 
wait-and-see posture. “If Democrats win everywhere . . . 
I’m sure it will be a very dramatic and national trend,” 
joked Mike McCurry, Clinton’s press secretary. 

But even in victory, there were signs of Democratic 
distress. Patton distanced himself from Clinton and, in a 


big tobacco state, vowed not to support him in 1996 if the : 


president kept pushing curbs on smoking. Hoping to tie 
Patton to Clinton, Forgy ran an ad comparing Patton to 
the “‘liberal’’ Clinton — and included a photo of Michael 
Dukakis, the Democratic presidential nominee in 1988. 

But with 99 percent of the vote tallied, Patton had 
498,805, or 51 percent, to Forgy’s 476,296, or 49 
percent. 

In Mississippi, Fordice, the state’s first Republican 
governor since 1876, boasted of a booming economy and 
promised to cut income taxes. Molpus said his plan to 
halve the state’s 7 percent grocery sales tax was a better 
deal for lower- and middle-income families. He also 
accused Fordice of ignoring problems in state schools.

Loss To Kings

After the Blues’ humiliating 7-3 loss to San 
Jose on Saturday, coach Mike Keenan shuffled 
his deck. 

He turned over the lineup 25 percent for the 
game against the Los Angeles Kings on Tues- 
day night at Kiel Center. 

But, try as they might, the lineup with five 
new faces couldn’t end the Blues’ skid. 

The Kings and goalie Byron Dafoe shut out 
the Blues 1-0 before a crowd of 16,640, sending 
the Blues to their fourth consecutive loss. 

It’s the longest the Blues have. gone without 
a win in Keenan’s 62-game tenure. The Blues 
were winless in three games — two losses and 
one tie — twice last season. 

The Blues dropped to 5-8-1 for 11 points, 
last in the Central Division and tied for 10th in 
the Western Conference. 

The Blues-are 2-7-1 since a 3-1 start. 

The Kings won for only the second time in 
seven games — 2-4-1 — since a 4-0-3 start. 
They're 6-4-4 for 16 points, second in the 
Pacific Division. 

Keenan shook things up after the loss to San 
Jose. He called up rookies Ian Laperriere, Dave 
Roberts and Jamie Rivers from Worcester and 
all of them played on Tuesday. 

On Tuesday morning, he sent backup goalie 
Pat Jablonski to Montreal for defenseman J J. 
Daigneault, who also was in the lineup. He also 
called up Bruce Racine from Peoria to be the 
Blues’ backup goalie. 

Paul Broten and Steve Staios were sent to 
the minors. Veterans Greg Gilbert and Donald 
Dufresne were scratched. Brett Hull and Jeff 
Norton were out with groin injuries, and Chris 
Pronger was serving the final game of his 
suspension. 

The newcomers brought life 4nd enthusiasm 
to the lineup. But the Blues couldn’t generate 
enough offense against Dafoe, who recorded his 
first career shutout. He had played in only 10 
National Hockey League games before this 
season. He’s filling in for the Kelly Hrudey, who 
has a sprained ankle. Dafoe, playing in his 12th

So, We Meet Again: Neuheisel, 


Smith Square Off As Coaches

COLUMBIA, Mo. — After more than three decades in 
the business, Larry Smith, age 56, has coached against 
sons of people he played with. For that matter, he has 
coached with sons of players he’s coached. 

“And you start saying, ‘Hey, I’m really getting up 
there,’ ” said Smith, the University of Missouri football 
coach. 

But to the best of his recollection, Smith has yet to 


clash with a head coach who once was on the field against 


him as a player. That will change Saturday when the 
Tigers play at ninth-ranked Colorado, led by Rick Neuhei- 
sel — who at 34 seemingly went from Pampers to a 
headset. 

“He’s a very bright young coach,” said Smith, whom 
Neuheisel credits with some significant career advice 
given on the golf course. ‘‘He comes across image-wise as 
a sharp, articulate young guy.” 

And a guy who'd just as soon forget their encounter in 
1983, when Smith’s Arizona team defeated Neuheisel- 
quarterbacked UCLA 27-24 — thanks in part to Neuhei- 
sel outthinking himself on a first and goal inside the 
Arizona 1-yard line. 

“See, now, I was going to try to avoid mentioning 
that,’’ Neuheisel said, laughing. “‘But that is absolutely a 
fact. I did do that. [Arizona’s] home crowd just was too 
loud, and my tight end couldn’t hear it as I was trying to” 
change the play at the line of scrimmage. 

Neuheisel, an Arizona native, had already decided on 


UCLA when Smith took over the Arizona program. But 
Smith might have inherited Neuheisel as a walk-on if 
Arizona hadn’t had a competent passing game when the 
unheralded Neuheisel was considering schools. He made 
UCLA his target, he insists, because the Pac-10 box 
scores in his Sunday paper indicated UCLA couldn’t 
throw the ball. 

After Smith was discharged by Southern Cal after the 
1992 season, he and Neuheisel wound up as golf partners 
several times. Neuheisel, then an assistant at UCLA, 
sought Smith’s advice on how to pursue his coaching 
career. 

“He is a great golfer, by the way; I wish he’d play a 
little more golf and not coach as much football,” Smith 
said. “At that time . . . he was wanting to know how you 
make moves, when you should make moves, because I'd 
made some moves as an assistant. He was a guy who was 
always thinking ahead.”’ 


Tiger Talk: Smith would not elaborate on the status of 
sophomore fullback Ernest Blackwell, whom Smith sus- 
pended indefinitely on Monday for violating unspecified 
team rules. On his weekly statewide radio show Monday, 
though, Smith was alluding to Blackwell when he said, 
“It’s not a matter of trying to get one guy carries to 
satisfy his whims. I refuse to do that.” 

Blackwell, from Eureka, said last week he was dissatis- 
fied with how he was being used. And Antwan Johnson 
and Rhino Janes have moved ahead of him on the depth 
chart the past two games, Smith said, because they have 
graded out better. 


Tepper Encouraged By Illini’s Improved Offense

CHAMPAIGN, Ill. — Despite scoring 26 points in 
Saturday’s victory at Iowa, the Illini offense still ranks 
among the conference’s worst. 

The Illini (4-4 overall and 2-3 in the Big Ten Confer- 
ence) are the only Big Ten team to average fewer than 
300 total yards per game. They rank 10th in passing, 
rushing and scoring offense. 

But Illini coach Lou Tepper believes that his team has 
steadily improved each week and was encouraged by his 
team’s lack of offensive penalties against Iowa. 

Junior fullback Ty Douthard said that the offense has 
made fewer mistakes in practice lately. 

“It’s just everybody feeling comfortable,” Douthard 


said. “It’s kind of weird that it takes this long for us to gel . 


like that, but now’s a better time than never.” 

Tepper pointed to tough opposing defenses that stifled 
the early growth of the Illini offense. 

Four of the Illini’s first five opponents currently rank in 
the NCAA’s top 20 in total defense: Arizona (5), Michigan 
(8), Indiana (16) and Oregon (17). In addition, Northwest- 
ern ranks third among Division I-A teams in scoring 
defense. 

“Our offense has gone against some very forceful 
defensive players, particularly early in the year,” Tepper 
said. “‘Had we been able to open up and gain experience 
against some mere mortal defenses, I think it would have 


benefited us a great deal. But they were shredded early 
and lacked confidence.”

Griffin Broke No Laws

JEFFERSON CITY — Three 
county prosecutors issued a joint re- 
port Tuesday absolving House 
Speaker Bob Griffin of criminal 
wrongdoing in his work in behalf of 
clients interested in riverboat gam- 
bling operations in Missouri. 

The prosecutors said they dis- 
agreed with Attorney General Jay 
Nixon’s analysis of the law and the 
evidence of Griffin’s involvement 
with gaming companies. They said 


that although Griffin may have shown 
poor judgment, ‘‘we find that Grif- 
fin’s conduct does not rise to the level 
of criminal wrongdoing and are 
therefore declining prosecution on 
the allegations made by the attorney 
general.” 

The report was signed by Cole 
County Prosecuting Attorney Rich- 
ard G. Callahan, St. Louis County 
Prosecutor Robert P. McCulloch and 
Jackson County Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Claire McCaskill. 

In February, Nixon wrote the 


three prosecutors recommending 
that they bring charges against Grif- - 


fin, who is a lawyer. Nixon said Grif- 


fin had violated state laws that pro- 
hibit legislators from working for 
gambling companies. Nixon also al- 
leged that Griffin had illegally used 
his speaker’s office to help a client 
that was trying to gain a share of a 
riverboat casino. He also said Griffin 
had tried to gain influence by meeting 
with Gaming Commission Chairman 
Robert Wolfson.

With long-term assignments, the sub- 
stitute also can earn and use sick pay 
faster. 

Nevertheless, Wells prefers short- 
term assignments: “If I have a class 
that I really have a hard time with, I 
don’t have to go back the next day.”’ 

One of the biggest problems subs 
face is not having a lesson plan ready.

Wells has some advice for people 
considering becoming substitute 
teachers: 

“Don’t. Especially if you are think- 
ing about being a teacher, this 
shouldn’t be your first experience 
with teaching. You get burned out 
fast.”

Griffin Broke No Laws

JEFFERSON CITY — Three 
county prosecutors issued a joint re- 
port Tuesday absolving House 
Speaker Bob Griffin of criminal 
wrongdoing in his work in behalf of 
clients interested in riverboat gam- 
bling operations in Missouri. 

The prosecutors said they dis- 
agreed with Attorney General Jay 
Nixon’s analysis of the law and the 
evidence of Griffin’s involvement 
with gaming companies. They said 


that although Griffin may have shown 
poor judgment, “‘we find that Grif- 
fin’s conduct does not rise to the level 
of criminal wrongdoing and are 
therefore declining prosecution on 
the allegations made by the attorney 
general.”’ 

The report was signed by Cole 
County. Prosecuting Attorney Rich- 
ard G. Callahan, St. Louis County 
Prosecutor Robert P. McCulloch and 
Jackson County Prosecijting Attor- 
ney Claire McCaskill. 

In February, Nixon; |wrote: the 


three prosecutors recommending 
that they bring charges against Grif- 
fin, who is a lawyer. Nixon said Grif- 
fin had violated state laws that pro- 
hibit legislators from working for 
gambling companies. Nixon also al- 
leged that Griffin had illegally used 
his speaker’s office to help a client 
that was trying to gain a share of a 
riverboat casino. He also said Griffin 
had tried to gain influence by meeting 
with Gaming Commission Chairman 
Robert Wolfson.

House Keeps Herd 
‘Wild And Free’ —

WASHINGTON — The House 
voted Tuesday to head off plans by 
the National Park Service to round 
up a herd of wild horses roaming the 
Ozark National Scenic Riverways in 
southern Missouri. 

“Wild and free, let them be,” Rep. 
Bill Emerson, R-Cape Girardeau, 
urged his colleagues moments before 
the unanimous vote. 

The National Park Service has 
been attempting since 1990 to boot 
the horses off the land it manages 
along the Current and Jacks Fork 
rivers. Appeals of that policy have 
been rejected by Interior Secretary 
Bruce Babbitt and by the Supreme 
Court, which cleared the way for the 
Park Service to remove them. 


Spurned by both the administra- 
tion and the courts, supporters of the 
horses sought an act of Congress to 
save them. The vote Tuesday brings 
them halfway to their goal. The Sen- 
ate is likely to approve similar legisla- 
tion later this year. 

Emerson’s bill would ban the Park 
Service from rounding up the horses 
but would assure that they will be 
cared for — at private expense. The 
Missouri Wild Horse League would 
agree to tend to the horses’ medical 
needs and to keep the size of the herd 
at 50 or fewer horses. 

Emerson said the legislation would 
“provide justice, once and for all, for 
our horses.” 

He and other supporters of the 
herd said it has become a tourist

“‘We’re hoping that the school 
board can move into an era of cooper- 
ation with the financial oversight pan- 
el,”” Bush said. He added that he also 
hoped for “‘new determination that 
the children will be the first and fore- 
most priority for School District 
189.” 


Neely said she was “pleased with 
the response from the community. 
My goal is to be part of the develop- 
_ ment of a super school district that 

will educate our children to go into 
the 21st century as productive citi- 
zens of this country and community.”’ 

Four of the School Board’s seven 
seats were up for grabs. 

The new board members will step 
into a district with many problems. 
From allegations of gross misman- 


agement of funds to a shortage of 
books and other basic educational 
supplies, the district in this poor com- 
munity has been at the center of one 
controversy after another. 

Broken boilers, frequent sewage 
backups and flooding have been a way 
of life. Even on Monday, the eve of 
the election, a fire ravaged one of the 
junior high schools while gas leaks 
and no heat forced the closing of two 
other schools. 

The School Board has been in con- 
stant conflict with a state Financial 
Oversight Panel and was criticized 
recently for replacing nationally 
known football coach Bob Shannon. 

In the last school board election 
two years ago, voters showed their 
dissatisfaction by sweeping out every 
incumbent up for re-election. 

For the first time, the Election 
Board in East St. Louis tested a new 
computerized system to verify vot- 
ers’ signatures and cut down on pos- 


sible fraud. The new system was 
tested in seven of the city’s 44 pre- 
cincts. James Lewis, executive direc- 
tor of elections, said the new system 
generally went well, although some 
judges had trouble getting adjusted to 
the new system at first. 

Over the long-term, “this should 
enhance the integrity and accuracy of 
the process,’’ Lewis said.

Here Are The Requirements 


A candidate who has completed 60 
credit hours of any subject in college 
is eligible to teach for a maximum of 
45 school days each year, Someone 
who has completed 120 hours can 
teach 90 days. People with teaching 
certificates, who are qualified to be 
regular teachers, have no limit to the 
number of days they can sub. 

Frank Bacon, 44, a substitute in 
the Kirkwood School District since 
February, says most substitutes 
don’t have much trouble, and those 
who do should re-evaluate why they 
are in the field. 


“‘Many consider it a good part-time 
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job because they can go to work when 
they want, and the pay’s not. that 
bad,”’ Bacon says. 

City substitutes earn about $62:a 
day. County salaries basically are in 
the same range. 

Thyllis R.. Nevils, 38, a former 
police officer, says students respect 
her because she respects them. “I 
just refuse to let a child who’s young 
enough to be my child run over me,” 
says Nevils, of St. Louis. 

Ed Wartts left substitute teaching 
in 1992, after a confrontation with a 
seventh-grader who was roaming the 
halls of Langston Middle School, in 
St. Louis. “I took him by the arm to 
escort him to the principal’s office, 
and he said he was going to ‘still 
me.’ ”’ 

Substitutes have their methods of 
keeping order. Wells uses a stern 
voice and threatens to tell the regular 
teachers if youngsters misbehave.

One of the biggest barriers to 
keeping order in the classroom, say 
substitutes, is that they don’t have 
enough time to get to know the stu- 
dents and deal with them individually. 

That’s why most subs prefer long- 
term assignments, in the same class 
or the same school, But those assign- 
ments are rare. 

Nevertheless, Wells prefers short- 
term assignments: “‘If I have a class 
that I really have a hard time with, | 
don’t have to go back the next day.”’ 
~ Wells has some advice for people 
considering becoming substitute 
teachers: 

“Don’t. Especially if you are think- 
ing about being a teacher, this 
shouldn’t be your first experience 
with teaching. You get burned out 
fast.”

yond an orientation session that lasts 
a day or a half-day and covers a whole 
list of topics. 

In St. Louis, substitute teachers’ 
half-day. orientation includes going 
over regulations and talking about 
problems that thay come up in deal- 
ing with students, said Pat Johnson, a 
district employee who conducts the 
three-hour seminar once a month. 

One of the main issues in the work- 
shop deals with corporal punishment, 
Johnson said. The district doesn’t al- 


low it. 

Jones and Louis Cross III, the head 
of the St. Louis Teachers Union, 
agree that substitute teachers in the 
city schools need more training. 

“There’s a different dynamic go- 
ing on in the’classroom than 10 years 
ago, five years ago and maybe even a 
year ago,” Jones said. “Based on the 
incidents we've seen, I think we need 
more extensive training.” 

Cross favors a week of “intensive 
training”’ for substitutes. 

A teacher in the city schools who 
asked for anonymity said a substitute 
teacher “‘couldn’t begin to deal’”’ with 
some of the students in her classes. 

She said students have cursed and 
threatened her.

Proposed Change 
In Gaming Board 
Rocks Riverboats 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill. (AP) — A pro- 
posal to expand the Illinois Gaming 
Board by two seats and reserve one 
for a recovering compulsive gambler 
is sparking opposition from the gam- 
ing industry. 

Robert Swaim, executive director 
of the Illinois Riverboat Gaming 
Council, which represents most ~of 
the state’s riverboat casinos, éx- 
pressed concern that the measure 
would be used to put an anti-gambler 
on the board. 

“Why do we need a bureaucracy 
telling us what we should be and 
should not be doing on a social level?”’ 
he asked Tuesday. 

Under a bill introduced by Sen. 
Kirk Dillard, R-Hinsdale, the gaming 
board would expand from five to sev- 
en members, including a former gam- 
bling addict. The proposal came from 
George Jacobs, nead of American 
Limousine, based in Chicago, and the 
former chairman of Gamblers Anony- 
mous International. 

Jacobs said he wants to “make the 
State and public more aware of what 
happens with compulsive gamblers 
and do something about it.’’ 

An estimated 20 percent to 30 
percent of the $1 billion bet on Illi- 
nois riverboats each year comes from 
casino gambling addicts, according to 
Henry Lesieur, an Illinois State Uni- 
versity researcher on compulsive 
gambling.
